HANGES to our appearance: 

fewer pages, yet an increase in 
content by more than a third. We're 
experimenting, trying to improve our 
look. The excellent writings we're 
now publishing and our expanding 
circulation justify these changes. 

Our lead article, a joint contribu- 
tion by Ross Harvey and Jack Ni- 
cholls, is an important review paper 
that describes twenty rectification 
techniques that work. Each of the dif- 
ferent approaches is clearly explained 
and there are examples for the reader 
to use as guides. The authors also 
identify methods which failed their 
testing. 

There are three reasons why recti- 
fication is extremely important: 

1. The obvious, to ensure the time of 
birth is right; 

2. As a means of identifying those 
predictive techniques that work; 

3. As an important step in chart in- 
terpretation. 

This last may be the most impor- 
-tant reason of all. Rectify a chart, 
find out what happened when, tie it 
all together and get the timing right; 
you'll know better to whom the chart 
belongs, how he or she's responded 
to past promptings and is likely to re- 
act to future ones. 

Suppose, for example, progressed 
MC is about to semisquare natal 
Mars, what should you predict? Not 
difficult. Look back to when the same 
MC was in decile aspect to Mars (9° 
earlier), to when it was 15° (semisex- 
tile) earlier--what happened then? 
Similarly, note the times when the 
converse midheaven aspected natal 


Mars---what occurred? Relate these 
events to what theory (the symbolic 
interpretation of the aspects, house 
position and rulerships of Mars in 
your textbooks) suggests could have 
occurred. Try to identify a theme, a 
similarity between these past events. 
Only when you've rectified, got it 
right in the past should you go into 
the future. 

Jack Nicholls' description of the 
solar return method he successfully 
used to identify the moment of birth 
in test situations, when only the 
birthday and dated events were 
known, is reprinted here. It is fre- 
quently referenced in the rectification 
review paper and, no copies remain- 
ing of the issue in which it was 
previously published, we include it 
again. 

To avoid being identified as a 
chicken solemnly pecking its way 
along a solitary chalked line (did you 
notice, we're no longer spineless?), 
this issue of Considerations also con- 
tains Jerry Makransky's insightful 
interpretations of planetary retro- 
grades and stations; a description of 
Carolyn Caufman's happy visits to 
the Atlantic City casinos; Jim 
Haynes' analyses of space/flight 
charts; and some ideas about Time by 
Michael Parente. To complete the 
issue, there's an article on the astro- 
logical significators for the onset of 
AIDS; our reaction to the sad news 
about Howard Sasportas.

Finding the birthtime by rectifica- 
tion techniques is a very satisfactory 
test not only of the methodology but 
of astrological principles. If the birth- 
time for a given exercise is accurate 
and the estimate obtained when it was 
completely unknown is in error by 
ca. +/- 1', it represents odds of 
720:1, which clearly are greater than 
those due to chance. Successful repe- 
tition would enhance this conclusion. 

Some existing methods have been 
confirmed, others discarded as un- 
suitable, and several new procedures 
have been proposed. Inevitably the 
work has departed in places from rec- 
tification per se but the need for an 
accurately known birthtime has been 
important for these new techniques. 

The procedure for attempting a rec- 
tification will vary according to 
the information supplied, such as how 
many events are listed, if there is 


some outstanding physical feature, if 
there is a particular pattern in the list 
of events, etc. In one case it may be 
possible to proceed in one step to an 
estimate of the point Ascendant, in 
another the approach may necessitate 
finding the rising sign and then locat- 
ing the degree. 


I. Physical Appearance 
& Temperament 


GOOD STARTING point in 

the research for the rising sign 
is the physical appearance and tem- 
perament despite the controversy sur- 
rounding its effectiveness’. The best 
available descriptions of the charac- 
teristics attributable to the modes, the 
elements, the planets and the rising 
signs are those by Efrein’, provided 
one avoids the author's preoccupation 
with minor details. 

The following approach has been 
found effective (J.N.): if the subject's 
description contains a characteristic 
which is typical of a mode, element 
or rising sign it is acceptable. How- 
ever, it does not follow that all sub- 
jects with this mode, element or ris- 
ing sign will exhibit that characteris- 
tic. 


N EXAMPLE illustrating the 
above, contained among other 
details, that 
"the chin is small and under- 
slung... a marked overbite with 
teeth, yet not noticeably buck- 
toothed... eyes very much an at- 
tractive feature, clear, and a love- 
ly blue... a short person, 5'1"... 
he used to prefer to remain in the 
background on social occasions 
but has changed in later years." 


The first of these traits, viz., chin 
is small and underslung is associated 
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with the mutable physiology and, not 
being dependent on any planet, gives 
an immediate starting point. 
From Efrein, 
“chin recedes for some mutable 
natives... mutables have jaw and 
chin de-emphasized." 


Next is the statement that there is a 
marked overbite with teeth. 
Efrein says 
“A Sagittarian mouth tends to 
protrude with an overbite." 


At this stage the rising sign looks 
to be Sagittarius and making use of 
further characteristics tends to con- 
firm this. 

From Efrein, 
"Sagittarians are often shy and 
self-contained in youth, gaining 

their gregariousness only in the 

more confident adult years... 

Sagittarian eyes often have an in- 

tense fiery glisten... and are often 

a lucid, clear-colored shade with 

brown and blue encountered." 


The height of 5'1" is also useful as 
Efrein states that 


"Saturn rising can make a person 
considerably shorter." 


A chart with Sagittarius rising and 
Saturn in the Ist house was generated 
and established a possible time range 
for use with the Solar Return method‘ 
to locate the ascending degree. The 
resulting estimate of the birthtime 
produced a chart that accorded well 
with other information supplied and 
was about one minute from the given 
time. 

Other examples could be given for 
the physical approach. However, it is 
not always available and alternative 
means must be used to find the rising 
sign.

11. The Septenary 


NE SUCH is by recourse to the 

Septenary®. Originally this 
method utilized the sequence of suc- 
cessive risings of the seven personal 
planets that will occur following 
birth, The method has since been 
modified® to include the other angles, 
i.e., successive culminations, settings 
and anti-culminations. 

This technique can be illustrated by 
inspection of the list of events given 
in J.N's article "A Rectification 
Technique", Considerations VII 1, 
page 3 (reprinted in this issue). Note 
the series of house moves between 
1968 and 1976, clearly business ven- 
tures and not simply changes of 
home. Therefore, viewing these 
changes of residence as a Xth rather 
than a [Vth house matter, the Moon 
is positioned as the septenary ruler 
for the period in question. The first 
of the classical seven planets to cul- 
minate in the appropriate sequence is 
the Sun, yielding a range of times 
where this could be so, from 10:17 - 
11:59 AEST, allowing an orb of 5°. 
This range was then investigated us- 
ing the Solar Return technique. 

It is rare to be presented with such 
a glaringly obvious application of the 
Septenary but the case illustrates the 
need to carefully examine the list of 
events for clues. 


m. Diurnal or Nocturnal 


OTH AS A STARTING point 

in rectifying an unknown birth 
time, and as a means of confirming 
an estimate obtained by other means, 
it is useful to know if the birth was 
diurnal or nocturnal. A simple pro- 
cedure’, based on the classical peri- 
ods of the Sun and Moon, is to de- 
termine if a major turning point in 
life takes place at either 18% or 24% 
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years. If the former, the Sun is above 
the horizon at birth; if the latter, the 
birth is nocturnal. The two ages may 
be off by up to one year but usually 
they are exact to the month for the 
event. 


Iv. __The Native's 
Medical History 


ONSIDER the next example 

where the information yielded 
an entirely different means of arriv- 
ing at the rising sign. This was one of 
the exercises appearing in Astrolo- 
ger's Forum. The subject is a female 
born in 1936 and 33 events were 
supplied, 15 of which referred to 
medical episodes, see Table 1. 

The subject had a great deal of 
sickness, as outlined in Table 1, plus 
a lot of trouble with swollen ankles 
and circulation problems. As at Feb- 
ruary 1991, she was awaiting further 
specialized blood and gland test. 

Because of the appalling medical 
history it was considered that Saturn 
was posited in the Ist house, giving a 
chart with Aquarius rising. Such a 
chart satisfied other given informa- 
tion and defined a time range for use 
with the Solar Return method (see 
page 31) to obtain the point Ascend- 
ant. The resulting estimate of the 
birthtime was very close to the given 
time. 


v. Age Harmonics 


HE TECHNIQUE of calculat- 

ing ‘a harmonic chart based on 

the year of life of an individual, an 

Age Harmonic, provides a powerful 

system of directions for that year and 

can be very helpful in rectification. 

R.H. pioneered their use in Australia 
in 1983°. 

The first step in using them when 

the birthtime is completely unknown 
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is to calculate charts for 00:00 and 
24:00 hrs. local time on the birthday. 
Next, the Age Harmonics for both 
charts should be calculated for all 
years for which events are given, 
ignoring the angles and the Moon. 
The indications for an event-which 
occurred at age twenty will be found 
in harmonic-twenty and so on’. Pay 
particular attention to the range of 
positions of the harmonic Sun in the 
same harmonic for the charts for the 
earlier and later times, and see if it 
becomes conjunct or opposite natal or 
harmonic planets which are inappro- 
priate to known events in the year, 
always allowing an orb of only 5°. 
Only indications which are clearly 
contrary in nature to known events 
are significant, and then only for 
enabling one to rule out those birth- 
times which give the wrong indica- 
tions. Indications which are in ac- 
cordance with the nature of given 
events may be merely coincidence. It 
is essential that the subject's reaction 
to events is known, as well as the 
events themselves. 


OR EXAMPLE, suppose in a 
year of unalloyed happiness and 
success, the Sun in the appropriate 
harmonic of the 00:00 hrs. chart is 0° 
Gemini and in the same harmonic for 
the 24:00 hrs. chart it is 0° Cancer. 
If natal Saturn is 5° Gemini, the 
harmonic-Sun cannot be conjunct it. 
Hence, the harmonic-Sun cannot be 
earlier than 10° Gemini. Consequent- 
ly the first third of the harmonic 
range of the Sun can be excluded, 
i.e., the birthtime must be after 08:00 
hrs. local time. If natal Jupiter in this 
example were at 17° Gemini, the 
harmonic Sun could lie between 12° 
and 22° Gemini, but it does not have 
to be there; this conjunction could be 
nothing more than coincidence, and 
the favorable indication in the har- 


monic could involve the, as yet, un- 
known angles. 


N ANOTHER EXAMPLE, the 

only significant event for age 
eighteen was the death of the sub- 
ject's father. In the 18th harmonic the 
harmonic-Sun was within orbs of 
being conjunct harmonic-Venus for 
all times after 08:00 hrs. It was there- 
fore likely that the birthtime was be- 
fore 08:00 hrs, assuming the subject 
had not failed to mention a favorable 
event which occurred at the same 
age. Thus two-thirds of the possible 
time range could be excluded. 

It is rare that the birth time can be 
limited to an hour or less by this 
method, but with sufficient informa- 
tion the range of possible birth times 
may be substantially reduced so that 
another method may then be used to 
further narrow the time range. 


N EXAMPLE is Robert J. L. 

Hawke, the former Australian 
Prime Minister. He was born on the 
9th December 1929 at 36819 
140E47, in the “early hours of the 
morning" ACST, see Table 2. 

When the possible range of the 
unknown birthtime has been reduced 
to a couple of hours, the angles 
should be calculated for the times at 
either end of this range. The age 
harmonics for years of significant 
events can be examined to see if any 
appropriate harmonic planets are con- 
junct or opposite any point within the 
possible range of the natal angles, as 
was done above with the Sun. So, if 
the range of the natal MC were 10° 
Leo to 25° Virgo, and in a year of 
good fortune harmonic-Saturn was at 
20° Virgo, the natal MC would have 
to be before 15° Virgo. Once again 
appropriate contacts are ignored, they 
may be just coincidence.

vi. Refinin 
with Age 


GE HARMONICS may be em- 

ployed to advantage also when 
the birthtime is known to ca. ten 
minutes or less, and when significant 
events are available from childhood. 


When the margin of error of the natal 
angles is 1°, there will be a range of 
10° for the angles in the 10th har- 
monic. If, for example, there had 
been an illness at age 10, and har- 
monic-Mars were within orbs of the 
range of one of the angles, it would 
be likely that the harmonic-angle was 
conjunct harmonic-Mars as a 
MA/angle contact is appropriate for 
illness, accidents, surgery, etc. If 
several events are known for early 
age, it should be easy to use the har- 
monics to find the accurate position 
of the natal angles.

Monthly Age Harmonics have also 
been proposed (R.H.), that is, a har- 
monic calculated for the age ex- 
pressed in months. For example, 
304 years = 366 months, hence for 
this age calculate the 366th harmonic. 
An extremely accurate chart is re- 
quired; this approach cannot be used 
if there is any doubt concerning the 
accuracy of the angles. Provided 
these restrictions are satisfied, the 
Monthly Age Harmonics may be used 
for confirmation of the birthtime or 
for added precision. 


vu. Stationary Transits 


RANSITS CAN BE OF HELP in 

rectification. The most signifi- 
cant are those of the outer planets, 
the stationary transits especially. 
Recurring positions of such transits 
for major events in the life may pro- 
vide important clues or confirmation 
in the search for the angles. List all 
post- and pre-natal stationary transits 
which correspond with the dates of 
events in the subject's life. Those for 
J. F. Kennedy are a good example of 
their use. The events and the associ- 
ated stations are listed in Table 3. 

There was only one prenatal station 
which coincided with an important 
event known to the authors: Uranus 
station at 26°40' Cancer on 2nd No- 
vember 1870 for the assassination on 
22nd November 1963. 

There was at least one significant 
transit, other than a station: transit 
Venus at 26-27° Cancer on 13th July 
1960, the day Kennedy received the 
Democratic Presidential nomination. 

Overall, two positions recur in the 
listing in Table 3, viz., 26-28° of a 
Cardinal sign, probably Cancer, and 
slightly less frequently 22-23° also of 
a Cardinal sign (with Capricorn the 
least likely). 

There were several stations which 
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are contrary in nature to the known 
events to which they relate: 


Saturn at 8LE53 on 20th Nov 1946 
Neptune at 10LB48 on 12th Jan 1947 
Saturn at 6VG12 on 17th Dec 1948. 


We can therefore deduce that the 
angles are not within 6-12° of a Fix- 
ed sign, 8-14° of a Cardinal sign, or 
3-9° of a Mutable sign---to the near- 
est whole degree (assuming no un- 
known negative events occurred at 
the same time as the positive ones to 
which these stations correspond). 

As it happens the one chart which 
the two recurring positions best fit 
has the Midheaven 27° Cancer and 
Ascendant 23° Libra, which is the 
correct one. 


vill. Stationary Transits 
An Alternative Use 


N ALTERNATIVE procedure 

using stationary transits is most 
reliable when the birthtime is known 
to within an hour. It can, however, 
be used if the time is known to about 
four hours. The time range should 
not be so great as to allow the posi- 
tions of the MC and Ascendant to 
overlap, otherwise, if there is an ap- 
propriate contact, one will be unable 
to determine to which angle it ap- 
plies. 

From the list of post- and pre-natal 
stationary transits corresponding to 
events in the life, note those which 
are in major aspect (especially con- 
junctions and oppositions) to points 
within the possible ranges of the 
angles. Also note those stations obvi- 
ously inappropriate for particular 
events. Appropriate stations may give 
some indications of the true positions 
of the angles, while those which are 
obviously inappropriate enable us to 
eliminate certain parts of the possible 
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range of the angles. An orb of 2-3° 
should be used. 


WOMAN was the subject for a 

particular rectification test. She 
was born at 37849 144E58 on Sth 
August 1950. 


Possible angle ranges: 
MC 2TA28--0CN24 
ASC 10CN04--0LB43 


A favorable event occurred on the 
1st July 1966. The Saturn station at 
29PS41 on 11th July 1966 could not 
be aspecting either the MC or ASC. 
Therefore, using a 3° orb, the MC 
cannot lie between 26TA41 and 
2GM41 (sextile), or from 26GM41 
to OCN24 (square). Similarly, the 
ASC cannot lie between 26CN41 and 
2LE41 (trine), or between 26VG41 
and 0LB43 (opposition). 

A favorable event (marriage) oc- 
curred on 14th May 1971. Pluto was 
stationary at 26VG59 on 7th June 
1971. 

This could mean the ASC might lie 
between 23CN59 and 26CN41 (sex- 
tile), the latter limit having been de- 
fined by the July 1966 Saturn station; 
or between 23VG59 and 26VG41 
(conjunction). The MC could lie be- 
tween 23TAS9 and 26TA41 (trine), 
or possibly between 23GM59 and 
26GM41, though the square aspect is 
less likely than the other possibilities 
for this event. 

Whenever a range for either the 
ASC or the MC can definitely be re- 
jected, the corresponding range of the 
other angle can also be rejected. 
Therefore, if one decides the square 
from stationary Pluto is inappropriate 
for this event the corresponding ASC 
range, from 19VG16 to 24VG04, can 
also be eliminated. 

Provided there is enough informa- 
tion, we should be able to restrict the 
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possible range of the angles consider- 
ably. The few remaining options 
---assuming we have not yet settled 
on a particular pair of angles---can 
then be investigated using other tech- 
niques. It is most important that the 
subject's reaction to the events is 
known in order to know which pla- 
nets to accept or reject. 

In the above example, the true 
ASC is 26CNO01. It lies within one of 
the possible ranges obtained from just 
these two events. 


Ix. No Prior Estimate 
of the Birthtime 


METHOD for estimating the 
time of birth when only the birth 
date is known was proposed by 

R.H."° The nine steps are as follows: 

1. Calculate the position of the Sun 
at 00:00 hrs. local time on the day 
of birth. 

2. Calculate the Transit (standard) 
Solar Return (SR), the Precessed 
Solar Return (PSR), and the Pro- 
gressed Birthday or Kinetic Solar 
Return (KSR) for each year for 
which significant events are 
known, using the Sun's step 1 po- 
sition. Only the times of the var- 
ious Returns are needed so that 
the position of the Moon in each 
map can be found. 

3. Add the Moon's daily travel to its 
position in each Return to obtain 
its position 24 hours later. This is 
near enough for this technique. It 
saves having to calculate two sets 
of Solar Returns. We now have 
the range of possible Lunar posi- 
tions in each Solar Return. 

4. See if the Moon becomes conjunct 
any Return or natal planet as it 
passes from its 00:00 hrs. to its 
24:00 hrs. position. Allow a 5° 
overlap at each end of the Moon's 
range. Thus, if in a particular 


Return the Moon is 8° Gemini for 
the 00:00 hrs birthtime and 21° 
Gemini for the 24:00 hrs birth- 
time, look for any conjunctions 
the Moon could make between 3° 
and 26° Gemini. This expanded 
range allows for aspects which, 
although exact outside the possible 
time range, will nevertheless be 
within orbs if the birth occurred 
close to the start or the end of the 
day. 
. Calculate the times when each 
conjunction is exact. For the 
above example, if Jupiter is at 11° 
Gemini, the time when this con- 
junction is exact 

[((11-8)/(21-8)] x 24 = 5.5385 
which is equivalent to a birthtime 
of 05:32 hrs. 
. At the very least find twelve such 
Lunar conjunctions, although the 
more the better. Pay particular 
attention to conjunctions contrary 
to the nature of the known event. 

In the example, if the Moon- 
Jupiter conjunction had occurred 
in a year in which the only signif- 
icant event had been a tragic one, 
such as the death of a close family 
member, it would obviously have 
been conspicuously inappropriate. 
Hence it is unlikely that the Moon 
would have been within 5° of Ju- 
piter, that is, it would have been 
at or later than 16° Gemini. The 
Moon is at 16° Gemini at a birth- 
time of 14:46 hrs, so the birthtime 
is probably later. 
. When enough Lunar conjunctions 
have been obtained reject those 
that fall outside the permissible 
range. For example, from the 
above, the time is considered to be 
after 14:46 hrs, so allowing a sev- 
en-hour time orb (equivalent to a 
4° orb for the Moon's average 
daily motion of 14°) do not con- 
sider any aspect timed before 
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07:46 hrs. This allows for con- 
junctions that may be exact out- 
side the allowable time range but 
are within orbs during part of it. 

8. Average the remaining times to 
obtain the approximate time of 
birth. While the average may be 
within minutes of the correct time, 
depending on how much informa- 
tion is available, it is unwise to 
assume this estimate is closer than 
an hour or so. 

9. The Solar Return method (see 
page 31) is then used to obtain a 
closer estimate taking a range of, 
say, 1% hours on either side of 
the average time that has just been 
obtained. However, R.H. varies 
from the published procedure. Use 
PSRs as well'as SRs, and take par- 
ticular note of planet-angle con- 
junctions that are obviously inap- 
propriate to the events. Thus Jupi- 
ter can hardly be conjunct the 
Ascendant or Midheaven if the 
event was markedly unfortunate. 
So Jupiter in such a case is not 
within 5° of the angle, and we can 
reject the forty minutes or so dur- 
ing which it would be within orbs 
of conjunct the angle. Reject all 
inappropriate time ranges, note 
which planet-angle conjunctions in 
the remaining time are appropriate 
to the event, and average these 
times to obtain the estimate of the 
birthtime. 


HE FOLLOWING example util- 
izes the data previously publish- 
ed in Considerations VU, 1. The 
00:00 hrs position of the Sun is 
17°3'37" Scorpio (14:00 hrs GMT, 
10th November 1911). 
1. KSR 1918 (family moved 
house). 
Moon 00:00 hrs 9TA31, 24:00 hrs 
24TA32. Moon is conjunct SAr 
16TA40 at birthtime of 11:26 hrs. 
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2. SR 1920 (brother born). 
Moon 6SC35 to 19SC09 
LU conjunct NN 5SC45 at -01:35 
22:25 prev. day) 
LU conjunct SO 17SC31 at 20:53. 
KSR 1920 
Moon 25AQ14 to 7PS27 
LU conjunct UR 1PS46, 12:50. 


3. KSR 1932 (married). 
Moon 15CP21 to 29CP39. 
LU conjunct URr 25CP57, 17:47. 
LU conjunct SA 0AQS52, 26:03. 


LU-0-SA is highly unlikely for 
marriage. The Moon is 5° from 
Saturn at 17:39 hrs. so the time 
must be before this. When averag- 
ing ignore all times after 24:39 
hrs.

Moon 13SC54 to 27SC31, 
LU conjunct SOr 17SC31, 06:22 
LU conjunct JPr 23SC30, 16:55

Reject three times, -03:34, 25:18 
and 26:03 hrs, and average the re- 
maining ones. The average is 11:12 
hrs. The given time was 11:11 hrs. 


x. Aspects to Natal Moon 


HEN TRYING TO FIND an 

unknown birthtime it is helpful 
to list the positions (to the nearest 
degree) of all Solar Return planets 
for years in which significant events 
occurred. Also calculate the positions 
of the Moon for 00:00 and 24:00 hrs. 
local time on the day of birth. See if 
there are any conjunctions or major 
aspects of inappropriate planets to 
any part of the natal Moon's possible 
range of positions. Appropriate con- 
junctions and other aspects may also 
be noted, but it must be remembered 
that these may be merely coinciden- 
tal. Inappropriate aspects may be 
used to restrict the possible range of 
the natal Moon. 


OR EXAMPLE, the historian 
A.J. P. Taylor was born at 
09:00 hrs. GMT on 25th March 1906 
at 53N39 3WO1. The natal Moon's 
possible range is from 3AR30 to 

15AR42. 

His mother died in the spring of 
1946. In that year's Solar Return 
Venus was 16° Aries. This could not 
be conjunct natal Moon, so (with a 
5° orb for conjunctions) natal Moon 
must be before 11° Aries, and the 
birth before 15:00 hrs. GMT. 

In 1930 he received his first pro- 
fessional appointment. Solar Return 


Saturn is 11°15‘ Capricorn (to the 
nearest 5'). Assuming there were no 
negative events or influences in the 
year, natal Moon cannot be between 
8AR15 and 14AR15 (using a 3° orb 
for major aspects other than conjunc- 
tion or opposition) 

As we have already determined the 
Moon to be before 11° Aries, we can 
now Say that it must be before 
8ARI15. Consequently the birthtime 
must be before 09:20 GMT. 


XI. Using the Secondary 
Progressed Moon 


S AN ALTERNATIVE to the 

above method, J.N. proposed a 
procedure" based on the secondary 
progressed Moon. After several tests 
had been carried out it was found that 
a technique using the secondary pro- 
gressed Moon had been published by 
Dr. Zip Dobyns'*. However, the 
present procedure differs significantly 
from that previously published and, 
whereas Dr. Dobyns claimed to get 
within a few hours of the birthtime, 
the expectation in the present case 
may be within a few minutes of the 
correct time. The procedure is as fol- 
lows: 


1. Obtain the Noon (local time) posi- 
tion of the Sun and planets on the 
birthday. 

2. List at least ten, preferably more, 
major events, together with the 
subject's reaction to them. List 
also a choice of planets in each 
case that will satisfy the correct 
symbolism for these reactions. 

3. For each event determine the sec- 
ondary progressed date. 

4. For each event obtain the position 
of the progressed bodies as though 
the birth occurred at 00:00 local 
time. 

5. From an Ephemeris obtain the dai- 
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ly travel of the Moon on each pro- 
gressed date. This, added to the 
Moon's position at 00:00 hrs. 
gives the Moon's position for a 
24:00 hrs birth. 

6. For each event determine the sec- 
ondary Moon's position as it 
forms aspects to secondary or na- 
tal planets within its range. The 
meaning of the aspect is not im- 
portant, only the contact. Both 
traditional and "minor" aspects 
are used. Allow a 1° overlap (the 
traditional orb for secondaries) at 
each end of the Moon's range, 
which translates to the day extend- 
ing from -2 to 26 hrs. 

7. Calculate the time that each aspect 
between the secondary Moon and 
the planets selected in Step 2 is 
exact. This is a simple proportion 
calculation illustrated in the ex- 
ample below. These times are en- 
tered on a ruled sheet which has 
each line assigned to an hour from 
-2 to. 26, and provides a visual 
display of the distribution of the 
times. Note the number of times 
on each line. 

8. Determine which 3-hour interval 
(three adjacent lines) has the 
greatest aggregate of times. The 
average of these times is the re- 
quired estimate of the birthtime. 


HE EXAMPLE is a male born 

on 14th June 1948,

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The most intense aggregate is that 
extending from 13:14 to 15:28 hrs. 
There are fourteen times in the space 
of three hours. The average of these 
fourteen times is 14:15 hrs. The giv- 
en time was 14:16 hrs. 

The aspects that contributed to the 
final aggregate included semisextiles, 
Squares, sextiles, quintiles, septiles 
and trines. The estimate provided by 
this method may be confirmed by the 
Solar Return method (see page 31) 
using a 13:30-15:00 time range. 


xi. The Secondary Sun 


RISING FROM the above 

techniques involving the Moon, 
R.H. proposed a method based on 
Secondary Progressions and Regres- 
sions of the Sun”. This was claimed 
to be the simplest, quickest and most 
reliable method to date, and to practi- 
cally guarantee that the first average 
time is within a couple of hours of 
the true birthtime, and the corrected 
mean usually within half an hour of 
that time. The great advantage over 
the method described at IX above is 
that it is not necessary to know every- 
thing of importance that happened in 
every year under consideration. If we 
are not told of an event that may be 
different in nature from the event that 
is mentioned, using the Solar Return 
technique we could reject indications 
that may after all be appropriate. For 
example, if only a death is mentioned 
in a particular year and a concurrent 
love affair is not, we could wrongly 
reject a Moon-Venus conjunction. 

The method is as follows: 

1. Calculate the positions of the natal 
planets, but not the Moon, as if 
birth was at Noon, local time. 

2. See if the Sun makes any aspects 
to progressed, regressed or natal 
planets on the progressed and re- 
gressed dates that correspond to 
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the subject's age at the time of giv- 
en events. Use major and minor 
aspects, and ignore those that are 
obviously symbolically inappro- 
priate. 


. For the age when the secondary 


progressed Sun and regressed Sun 
makes an admissible aspect calcu- 
late its position for a birthtime of 
00:00 hrs. local time. Add the 
Sun's daily travel on the pro- 
gressed or regressed date to this 
position to find the Sun's second- 
ary position for a 24:00 hr. birth- 
time. Find the positions of all sec- 
ondary planets as if the birthtime 
was Noon local time. 


. Obtain the fraction of the second- 


ary Sun's daily travel that corre- 
sponds to the time after the birth- 
day when the event occurred. 

For example, if the birthday is 
10th April, and the event took 
place at age nine on 23rd Septem- 
ber, that is, 166 days after the 
birthday, the fraction is 166/365 
or 0.45479 of the Sun's daily 
travel. Suppose the Sun's daily 
travel is 0.96944° on 2nd May 
(the progressed date correspond- 
ing here to age nine), multiply this 
by 0.45479 to get 0.44089°, or 
26'27", which is then added to 
both the 00:00 and 24:00 hr. posi- 
tions of the progressed Sun on the 
date of the event. If you are deal- 
ing with the regressed Sun, sub- 
tract this increment. 


. Suppose the position of the pro- 


gressed Sun is 11.70089° Taurus 
at 00:00 hrs. and 12.67033° Tau- 
rus at 24:00 hrs. A natal planet is 
at 12.2° Virgo. The birthtime 
when progressed Sun exactly 
trines the natal body is then: 


[(12.2 - 11.70089) 
/(12.67033 - 11.70089)] x 24 
= 12:36 LT. 


Times for aspects of the pro- 
gressed and regressed Sun to 
progressed and regressed planets 
are more easily and accurately 
found from the aspect times listed 
in the ephemeris aspectarian. For 
example, suppose there is an ap- 
propriate aspect for an event on 
the progressed date that corre- 
sponds to the correct age. Let the 
subject be born at a place where 
00:00 LT = 02:00 UT, and the 
event takes place 135 days after 
the birthday. If the progressed 
aspect is timed for 20:32 hrs UT 
in the aspectarian, to find the 
birthtime for which this aspect is 
exact, subtract 2 hours from 20:32 
to get 18:32, and then subtract 
8.87671 hours (= 24 x 135/365) 
to get 09:39 LT. This obviates the 
need to recalculate the aspect 
times once a provisional birthtime 
has been found. Unfortunately 
there is no way to avoid having to 
recalculate the times for aspects to 
natal planets. 

6. Do this for every event for which 
aspects of the progressed or re- 
gressed Sun can be found. Count 
all times in a range of -6 to +30 
hrs. 

7. Average the times obtained to find 
the first mean. It will be the birth- 
time to within a couple of hours. 

8. Use this approximate birthtime to 
recalculate the positions of all na- 
tal and progressed/regressed pla- 
nets that were used in finding as- 
pect times, correcting the earlier 
assumption that the birthtime was 
Noon. 

9. Recalculate all the aspect times 
using the more accurate positions 
of the planets, then average again. 

10. Delete any times which are 14-15 
hours from this new mean, and 
average those that remain. This 
corrected mean is an approximate 
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estimate of the birthtime, correct 

usually to within half an hour. 
11.The Solar Return technique (see 

page 31) can then be used with 
range of ninety minutes to refine 
the estimate of the birthtime to 
within a minute or so of the cor- 
rect time. 

When working with this method 
particular attention should be paid to 
the times of appropriate major pro- 
gressed and regressed aspects. If 
more than one of these falls within a 
range of 2-3 hours, it is very likely 
that the birthtime is within that range. 
This provides a clue that can save a 
lot of work. 

One should, however, be very 
careful when several similar events 
occur within a short period, especial- 
ly if there are several of these within 
a year, and none obviously more 
important than the others. A pro- 
gressed aspect occurring at about that 
time could relate to any of them, and 
some of the calculated times may be 
spurious, reducing the accuracy of 
the first average. If one such event 
cannot be singled out as being more 
important than the rest, it is better to 
ignore the lot. 


HE EXAMPLE is for the male 

born on 14th June 1948 at 
33848 151E13. Local time is AEST, 
which is GMT +10 hours, so 00:00 
to 24:00 on the 14th is equivalent in 
GMT to 14:00 on the 13th to 14:00 
on the 14th. 

The first event is the death of his 
father on 21st July 1966. The subject 
was 18 years old, so count forward 
18 days from 13th June 1948 to ob- 
tain Ist July 1948. 

The Sun's position at 14:00 GMT 
on this day is 9.60683° Cancer, and 
the daily travel is 0.95361°. 

The event took place 37 days after 
the birthday, so the Sun's daily travel 
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is multiplied by the year fraction 
(37/365), and the result added to the 
progressed Sun's 14:00 GMT posi- 
tion. 


9.60683° Cancer 
+ (0.95361 x 37/365) 
= 9.70350° Cancer 
or 9CN42 


9°42' Cancer is the progressed 
Sun's position on the day of the fa- 
ther's death for a birthtime at 00:00 
hrs. local time. 

Add the Sun's daily travel, 
0.95361°, to this to get the 24:00 hrs 
LT position, which is 10.65711° 
Cancer, 

Natal Neptune is at 10°13.6' Libra 
(10.22667°), and progressed Neptune 
is 10°14.6' Libra. (Remember to cal- 
culate the natal and progressed posi- 
tions of the planets as if the birth had 
occurred at 12:00 hrs AEST). Pro- 
gressed Sun is square natal Neptune 
at 13:10 hrs. 


[(10.22667 - 9.70350)/0.95361] 
x 24 = 13.167 
or 13:10 hours 


When dealing with regressions, 
remember to subtract the increment 
corresponding to the number of days 
the event is after the birthday. 

Table 5 lists the first four events 
used to rectify this birthtime, together 
with the timed aspects. Three abbre- 
viations are used, 

n = natal, 
Pp = progressed, and 
r = regressed. 

Following the initial analysis of the 
first four events, the aspect times 
were averaged to obtain a first esti- 
mate of 06:00 hrs. The positions of 
the natal and progressed planets were 
then recalculated using this 06:00 
time. The times resulting from these 
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corrected positions are those in paren- 
theses. Only the corrected positions 
are shown in Table 5 for the last five 
events (Jan 79-Feb 91). The aspects 
listed in Table 5 are all that could be 
found for the given dates. 

Review the times obtained: -09:19 
is too early to be relevant and is re- 
jected. (It is better to be too inclusive 
at first when compiling the list of 
times. Inappropriate times can al- 
ways be rejected later.) 

Regressed Sun square natal Saturn 
for meeting his future wife is inap- 
propriate and is therefore rejected. 

Regressed Sun square regressed 
Saturn for buying the flat might be 
doubtful, but as a considerable mort- 
gage was taken out (a burden) it may 
be allowed. 

Average the remaining times to 
obtain 06:12 hrs. This should be 
within half an hour of the birthtime, 
which is actually stated to be 06:15. 

While it is encouraging to see that 
the final mean was so close to the 
given time, this is not unfortunately 
always the case. The quality of the 
information is all important. Twelve 
events may just suffice if progressed 
or regressed solar aspects can be 
found for all of them. More than 
twenty events are really needed, dat- 
ed to the correct month, to give this 
method a reasonable chance of suc- 
cess. One possible source of error 
occurs when times are derived from 
aspects to both the natal and second- 
ary positions of an outer planet for 
the same event. These times can be 
up to 24 hours apart, and obviously 
they cannot both be right. If there are 
several such pairs of times, try to 
decide which is appropriate and reject 
the other pair; otherwise spurious 
times that differ by many hours will 
be included, with consequent inaccu- 
racy in the final mean. 

The time limits given in Step 10

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are a suggestion rather than a rigid 
prescription. Always try to assess the 
applicability of a particular aspect to 
the event to which it is likely to be 
timed. Remember too that major 
events rarely happen without warn- 
ing, they may take months to plan or 
develop. Even if an event were sud- 
den or unexpected, its effects may 
last for months afterwards, hence the 
suggestion that only times that differ 
markedly from the mean should be 
regarded as suspect. 

Time orbs for progressed Solar 
aspects are naturally much wider than 
those for progressed Lunar aspects 
because the Moon moves so much 
faster than the Sun. Hence the differ- 
ent approach here from the Lunar 
rectification technique described at 
XI above. 


XI. Prenatal Epoch 


HE PRENATAL epoch (PNE) 

is probably the oldest rectifica- 
tion aid, but it has been the subject of 
much controversy both as to its effi- 
cacy and the determination of the 
epoch. Bailey'* postulated an exact in- 
terchange between the Moon's posi- 
tion at epoch and the Ascendant or 
Descendant, while Schwickert'> found 
that the exchange could also involve 
the MC and the IC. Marr'® equates 
the Prenatal Epoch with the Concep- 
tion Horoscope and, although his 
rules have the natal Ascendant and 
Descendant almost longitudinally the 
same as the Epochal Moon, he con- 
siders it illogical to expect a mutual 
congruency between the Ascendant or 
Descendant and the Moon in both the 
birth chart and the Epoch chart. 

R.H. suggests ignoring all rules for 
finding the date of epoch and pro- 
ceeding as follows: provided that it is 
known that the birth was natural and 
that the pregnancy went to term, 
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count back 273 days from the birth- 
day. Look 14 days before and after 
the day found, and note on which 
days in that range the Moon is con- 
junct any natal angle, and record the 
corresponding solar positions. Then 
for any year for which there is a 
known significant event, look at these 
solar positions (that is, their solar 
return dates) and see which solar po- 
sition receives the most appropriate 
aspects---and also any obviously in- 
appropriate aspects. 


S AN EXAMPLE, consider the 
male discussed as an example in 
XII above. He was born at 06:16 hrs. 
AEST on 14th June 1948 at 33848 
151E13. The natal MC is 27PS01 and 
the Ascendant is 12GM45. The date 
of the epoch will be in September 
1947. 
List the solar positions which cor- 
respond to the Moon conjunct a natal 
angle: 


Moon Corresponding 
at angle Sun's position 
27PS0O1 8VG56 
12GM45 14VG32 
27VGO1 21VG31 
12sG45 27VGO7 
27Ps01 5LB33 


Now look at the dates of the Ep- 
ochal Solar Returns which cover the 
time of any major events, and list the 
positions (to the nearest degree) of 
the planets which make major aspects 
to the possible positions of the Ep- 
ochal Sun. 

The first significant event was the 
death of the subject's father in July 
1966. In September 1965 there were 


the following positions: 


Saturn 13° Pisces, 
Uranus 15° Virgo, 
Pluto 16° Virgo, 
Jupiter 0° Cancer. 


Jupiter can hardly have been in 
aspect to the Epochal Sun so the 
Sun's position is unlikely to be 
27°Virgo, but 14° Virgo is likely as 
the other planets are very appropriate 
for the event. 

In June 1984 he first met his future 
wife. In September 1983 Neptune 
was at 26° Sagittarius. It is unlikely 
that Neptune was square the Sun in 
the PNE SR, so again the solar posi- 
tion of 27° Virgo is improbable. 

In early 1986 our subject and his 
fiancee bought a flat. In September 
1985 Uranus was at 14° Sagittarius, 
which is appropriate for a change of 
residence. 

1988: marriage and his wife later 
miscarried. In September 1987 Saturn 
was 14° and Uranus 23°, both in 
Sagittarius. 

In June 1991 a son was born. In 
September 1990 Saturn was 19° Cap- 
ricorn, Neptune 12° Capricorn, and 
Pluto 15° Scorpio. 

In December 1991 the family 
moved to the country. In September 
1991 Uranus was 10° Capricorn, 
Neptune 14° Capricorn, and Pluto 
18° Scorpio. 

14°32' Virgo is by far the most 
likely position for the Epoch Sun. 

Traditionally the Prenatal Epoch 
has been used to obtain the birthtime 
when the time is known to, say, the 
nearest 15 minutes or has been re- 
duced to this range by another means. 
Wittwer, as quoted by Schwickert, 
proposed recording the positions of 
the fast-moving bodies from ca. 245 
to 287 days before the birth time, and 
the noon positions of all planets 
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which relate to events, and noting all 
aspects between these two groups. 
The date to which most aspects relate 
is the day of the epoch. Sadly, our 
experience does not confirm this 
method. While all the other tech- 
niques in this article have been 
proved in practice, R.H. suggests that 
everything to do with the PNE should 
be regarded as experimental. 


xIv. Pre-Natal Epoch 
Another Approach 


HE APPARENT movement of 

the Moon is 1° in two hours on 
the average whereas in the same time 
the chart angles have changed by 
30°. Therefore, if the prenatal Epoch 
were valid and the time of the epoch 
established, the birthtime could be 
established very precisely. 

J.N. suggested the following to 
promote this idea. If the birthtime is 
known to within a minute or so, or 
has been estimated by some means to 
this tolerance, the PNE date and time 
can be calculated setting the Moon's 
longitude to whatever natal angle is 
appropriate, Choosing an interval of 
sixty minutes with the PNE time in 
the middle, proceed as for the Solar 
Return method (see page 31) using 
enough events to give about ten plan- 
etary contacts to the angles. Converse 
Solar Returns are used and the co- 
ordinates are those for the place of 
conception (usually, but not always, 
the place of birth). Arrange the re- 
sultant times in ascending order and 
take the Median as an estimate of the 
corrected PNE time. Use this cor- 
rected PNE to precisely rectify the 
time of birth. This procedure is only 
included for historical completeness, 
but because of the doubts surrounding 
the PNE cannot be considered to be 
reliable. 
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Xv. The Annual 
New Moon 


A Nomewormtt advantage of 
the correspondence between the 
authors concerned the posthumous 
book of Ron Davison”. J.N. pur- 
chased a copy and advised R.H. to do 
likewise. Some months later R.H. 
proposed a rectification method based 
on one of Davison's suggestions, viz. 
the Annual New Moon (ANM) chart, 
which is a figure erected for the an- 
nual conjunction of the Sun with the 
Moon's place in the radix. As the 
Moon moves some twelve times fast- 
er than the Sun, the method is ap- 
plicable where the birthtime is known 
approximately and yields a precise 
estimate of that time. 

The procedure is the same as that 
in the Solar Return method, described 
on page 31, but the time range is re- 
stricted to ca. 20 minutes for a birth- 
time which is known to within ten 


Diana, Princess of Wales 
19:45 hrs. BST on Ist July 1961 
52N50 00E30. 
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minutes. Times are excluded which 
have planets on the angles that are 
inappropriate for the event. The ac- 
ceptable times are averaged to pro- 
duce the required estimate of the 
birthtime. This procedure is preferred 
to the suggest method, XIV above, 
based on the PNE. 


S AN EXAMPLE, CONSIDER 

Diana, Princess of Wales, born 
at 19:45 hrs. BST on the Ist July 
1961; 52N50 00E30. 

Choose a time range of five 
minutes on either side of the stated 
birthtime, and note the Moon's posi- 
tions (24AQ58'47") at 19:40 and at 
19:50 hrs. BST (25AQ04'54"). We 
then calculate ANM charts for these 
positions for those years for which 
significant events are known. 


The resulting contacts 
and times are:

(Venus is inappropriate, so omit this 
time from further consideration)

(Saturn is inappropriate for the given 
event, although it may be symbolic 
for an event in the year which is not 
generally known. Omit the contact 
and time from further consideration.) 

Averaging the acceptable times 
yields a time of 19:45 hrs. BST, 
which is an excellent confirmation of 
the given birthtime. 


XVI. 
Annual New Moon 
for Unknown 
Birthtimes 


NM CHARTS may also be 

used to obtain an approximate 
estimate of the birthtime where the 
time is unknown. Use is made of the 
range of positions of the Moon on the 
day of birth. 

The following procedure may give 
the birthtime to the nearest hour or 
two (or better) with no more than ten 
minutes work, but it is not complete- 
ly reliable and should be treated ac- 
cordingly. 

Look at the possible dates of the 
ANM charts, both post- and pre- 
natal, for years in which significant 
events occurred. List the positions of 
appropriate and obviously inappro- 
priate planets which are in major as- 
pect to the ANM-Sun, to the nearest 
quarter of a degree. Mercury and 
Venus, unless stationary or retro- 
grade, should be omitted; they move 
too quickly. Both the earlier and later 
positions of the possible range of 
Mars, however, should be included 
where appropriate. Average the 
ANM-Sun positions so obtained to 
get the approximate position of the 
natal Moon. 


S AN EXAMPLE, consider the 
male born on 14th June 1948 at 
06:16 hrs. AEST; 33848 151E13. 
The Moon's range on the day of birth 
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is 13VG49 to 27VG56. The ANM 
charts are accordingly on some date 
in September of the appropriate 
years.

There are seven inappropriate posi- 
tions in the possible range of the natal 
Moon. Omit these seven and average 
the remainder, to obtain 174°; that 
is, this method indicates the position 
of the natal Moon to be approximate- 
ly 17VG30. 

The actual position is 17VG32. 
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Xvil. The Annual 
Progressed 
New Moon 


FURTHER PROPOSAL (by 
R.H) concerning ANM charts is 
the possibility of using them for the 
progressed Moon. The Moon is pro- 
gressed by solar arc in longitude. 
Find the date on which the Sun by 
transit is conjunct the solar-arc pro- 
gressed Moon; determine the exact 
solar arc for the age on that day; cal- 
culate the exact position of the pro- 
gressed Moon, and erect the chart of 
the Annual Progressed New Moon. 
Pre-natal versions may also be calcu- 
lated. 


S AN EXAMPLE consider the 

female born at 11:11 hrs. AEST 
on 11th November 1911, 33855 
151E09. A tentative rectification us- 
ing Age Harmonics gave a birthtime 
of 11:09:17 hrs AEST, with the 
Moon at 17°41'13" Cancer. 
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1. In July 1953, the subject (aged 21 
years) was married. To calculate 
the progressed ANM chart for this 
event, find the solar arc for age 21 
and from this the approximate 
position of the progressed Moon 
and the date on which the Sun 
transits this position. 

The date is 1st August 1932. On 
this day the subject was 20.72329 
years old and the exact solar arc 
for this age was 20.936277°. Add 
this arc to the radical Moon to 
find the solar-arc progressed 
Moon, which is 8°37'24" Leo, 
and generate a return chart using 
this as the position of the Sun. 
The resulting chart is for 02:46:59 
hrs. UT on Ist August 1932, with 
MC 20LE02, Jupiter 27LE49, and 
ASC 9SG45. Jupiter conjunct the 
Midheaven is very appropriate for 
marriage, and the birthtime would 
need to be only a few seconds lat- 
er for this aspect to be within ac- 
ceptable orbs. 


2. In January 1966 the subject's hus- 


band died unexpectedly. We pro- 
ceed as above to find the pro- 
gressed ANM chart for this event. 
The chart is for 01:58:09 hrs. UT 
on 5th September 1965. The sub- 
ject was 53.816438 years old on 
this date, the solar arc was 
54.611781°, and the progressed 
Moon was 12°17'55" Virgo, the 
position of transit Sun in the 
chart. The MC is 15VG24 con- 
junct the Sun; Uranus is 15VG02 
and Pluto 15VG58, opposing Sat- 
urn at 13PS56. All very appropri- 
ate. This is the most informative 
cyclic chart for this event. 


XVIII. 
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Taippoving the 


Birthtime's 
Precision 


F THE BIRTHTIME is known to 

within five minutes, a more 
exact estimate may be obtained by 
progressing and regressing the MC 
by solar arc in longitude, and calcu- 
lating the exact positions of the As- 
cendants associated with these Mid- 
heavens. The exact positions of the 
progressed/regressed angles can then 
be found for every appropriate aspect 
relating to a given event, if these as- 
pects are timed to the exact date of 
the event. An estimate of the true 
value of the natal MC is thus provid- 
ed by each of the events, and these 
values (within a range of 1°) are 
averaged to give the precise position 
of the natal MC. 


S AN EXAMPLE, consider the 

male born 14th June 1948 at 
33848 151E13. The birthtime was 
given as “about 06:15" hrs, AEST. 
For each event we find the appropri- 
ate progressions and regressions, as- 
sume they are exact on the day of the 
event, and calculate the correspond- 
ing radical MC. 

Regressed MC opposite natal Sat- 
urn for the birth of a son is inappro- 
priate, so the value obtained for the 
MC for this is ignored. 

Average the remaining twenty 
values of the MC to get 357.08763°. 
Then reject any values of the MC 
which differ from this first average 
by more than 4°, and average the 
remaining fourteen to obtain 
357.03994°, that is, 27PS02'24" for 
the MC. The birthtime corresponding 
to this MC is 06:16 hrs AEST.

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XIX. Minor Aspects 


SING A CHART with an ac- 

curate birthtime, the secondary 
progressions and regressions offer a 
ready means for exploring the effica- 
cy of a variety of aspects. A comput- 
er program was generated which al- 
lowed the easy calculation of not only 
the generally used aspects such as the 
conjunction, semisextile, semisquare, 
sextile, square, trine, quincunx and 
opposition, but a series of minors. 
These consisted of a series increasing 
by increments of 10°, another by 
15°, a semi-octile series increasing 
by increments of 22'2°, a septile ser- 
ies commencing at 51°26', and a 36° 
series. The results showed the use of 
these minor aspects did not yield a 
mean significantly different from that 
obtained using only the conventional 
aspects. 


XX. 
The Life Span Revolution 


HE LSREV or Life Span Rev- 

olution is not a_ rectification 
technique but an accurate birthtime is 
a help in applying it. It seems that the 
LSRev can be developed beyond the 
basic method already described'*. The 
rate in degrees per year (or days per 
year) can be multiplied by 2, 3, 4, 
etc., and the movement of the angles, 
directions of planets and progressions 
may be repeated at these accelerated 
rates to obtain more information and 
greater accuracy in timing. A future 
article will describe the procedure in 
detail. 

Arising from the concept of the 
accelerated LSRev, the idea has been 
extended to transits. It seems that 
transits, especially stations, for twice 
one's age are as relevant as the trans- 
its that correspond exactly to the age, 
and prenatal transits may be used in 
the same way as post-natal ones. So, 
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for example, at age 31.2 years, look 
in the ephemeris both 62.4 years 
ahead of and behind the birthday. 


S AN EXAMPLE, consider 
events in the life of Queen Eliz- 
abeth II, born 21st April 1926. 


Queen Elizabeth II 


She was married on 20th Novem- 
ber 1947, and twice her age for this 
date is 20th June 1969 (use day num- 
bers as an aid). Jupiter was stationary 
at 26VG06 sextile natal MC on 23rd 
May 1969, and Pluto was stationary 
at 22VG25 trine natal ASC on 2nd 
June 1969. 

Her father died on 6th February 
1952. The accelerated date (times 2) 
is 23rd November 1977. Mars was 
stationary at 11LE33, conjunct natal 
Moon, on 12th December 1977. Sat- 
urn was stationary at 0VG33 trine 
natal Sun on 11th December 1977. 

She was crowned Queen on 2nd 
June 1953, which day relates (times 
2) to 14th July 1980. Uranus was 
stationary at 21SC30, sextile natal 
Ascendant on 30th July 1980, and 
Jupiter was stationary at 0OVG15, 
trine natal Sun, on 26th April 1980. 


xxi. Conclusions 


VARIETY OF METHODS 

were submitted by entrants in 
the series of rectification exercises 
conducted by Astrologers’ Forum and 
it is worthwhile noting that some 
time-honored methods were tried 
more than once without success. 
These include directing by the Radix 
System, by Naibod Arc, and by Solar 
Arc, and using Topocentric Primary 
Directions. Secondary Progressions 
were also tried unsuccessfully either 
as the initial or sole means of rectifi- 
cation. 

On the basis of experience, we 
have found that for predictive pur- 
poses all symbolic directions, such as 
Solar Arc and Naibod, are unreli- 
able”. We also reject most monthly 
charts, including Lunars and Ascen- 
sional Lunars. Annual Synodic charts 
(phase angle charts) are acceptable, 
but not the monthly version. Topo- 
centric Primary Directions may give 
useful contacts but they do not bear 
out claims that they provide an un- 
ambiguous means of rectification. 
They are right often enough to be 
worth calculating for an accurate 
chart, though we find that directions 
are mistimed by six months or more 
as often as they may be remarkably 
exact. This makes their value in pre- 
diction questionable. The Prime 
Event Analysis (PEA) system report- 
ed by Smit” is the preferred choice of 
R.H. among methods of Primary 
Directions, especially if converse di- 
rections (timing by using the arc of 
the regressed Sun) are included. 
However, such converse directions 
should be regarded as experimental, 
as they are specifically disallowed by 
the originators of the PEA system. 
Claims that Astro-Cartto-Graphy and 
Local Space charts would be helpful 
in rectification have not been sub- 
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stantiated (J.N.). Tertiary and Minor 
progressions have also not been 
found to be useful. 

There has been recent publicity in 
the British Astrological Journal (The 
Astrological Association, Nov/Dec 
1991) about an Israeli computer pro- 
gram called Birth Time Rectification. 
It has been condemned by Colin 
Miles and lauded by Sean Lovatt. 
The author of the software kindly 
conducted two tests on J.N's behalf. 
Both proved negative. 

One of us (J.N.) was faced with an 
unknown birthtime and can sympa- 
thize with anyone in the same situa- 
tion. For such a case it is suggested 
that the first step in rectification is to 
determine whether the birth is diurnal 
or nocturnal, and then to look for 
some obvious physical characteristic 
or outstanding pattern in the list of 
events. Failing that the Progressed 
Solar method, XII above, should 
provide an estimate with a precision 
which is dependent on the number of 
events listed: thirty or more will give 
an excellent chance of an estimate 
within minutes of the correct time, 
whereas as few as twelve may mean 
the estimate is a couple of hours from 
the true birthtime. Further confirma- 
tion can be provided by using Age 
Harmonics and Stations, and a closer 
estimate obtained by the Solar Return 
method. Precise placement of the 
angles can be effected by the ANM 
Precision technique or by progressing 
and regressing the chart angles by in 
longitude as described earlier at 
XVIII. 


The authors thank K. Gillman 
for permission to report on 
his diurnal-nocturnal proce- 
dure, which has been used 
successfully by us many 
times without a failure. 
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A Rectification Technique 


by JACK NICHOLLS 


The frequency with which this 
article was referenced in the 
preceding survey of effective 

rectification techniques, combined 
with the absence of any remaining 
copies of Volume VI number 1, 

the issue of this magazine in 

which it was previously published, 
suggested that Dr. Nicholls article 
be reprinted here in its entirety. 


HERE ARE THREE situations 

where rectification methods are 
commonly practiced, viz., the birth 
time is unknown, the time is known 
within. about an hour either way, or 
the time is recorded to a minute or so 
but a precise estimate is needed. The 
technique to be described is suitable 
for the second of these categories and 
generally yields an estimate within a 
few minutes of the correct time. 

A number of major events will be 
required, the more the better, but at 
least six should be available for a 
reasonably accurate result. These 
need only be dated to a precision 
which places each event in its correct 
Solar Return. 

The procedure is very simple: 

For the earlier and for the later 
extreme of the unknown range of the 
birth time, Solar Returns are generat- 
ed for each event using the co- 
ordinates of the place of birth. 

Times are calculated from each 
pair of returns, i.e. one for each 
event, which will bring angular re- 
turn planets or natal planets exactly 
conjunct these angles. The planets 
must be symbolically appropriate for 
the event in each case. The natal pla- 
nets can be obtained from a chart cal- 
culated for either end of the range or 
from the average of the two extreme 
times. 

The set of times so obtained is 
averaged to give the required esti- 
mate of the birth time.

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HE FIRST EXAMPLE WAS 
used as a rectification exercise 
in the Astrologers’ Forum of Febru- 
ary 1990. The thirty-seven events 
listed in Table 1 were given for a 
woman born on 11th November 1911 
at 33855 151E09. The birth time was 
not revealed. A variation of the Sep- 
tenary described by K. Gillman in 
Considerations (1983) enabled the 
range of the birth time to be limited 
to 10:17 -- 11:59 AEST. This range 
was then investigated with the Solar 
Return method using ten of these 
events. 
The ten events used were mar- 
riage, birth of son, death of father, 
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mother, husband and sister, three 
surgical episodes, and the loss of a 
substantial amount of money in a bus- 
iness venture. 

Deciding on the correct symbolism 
is aided if the subject's reaction to a 
given event is known. For instance, 
the normal reaction to the death of a 
father or mother would be sadness, 
whereas the passing of a tyrannical 
parent may be hailed by the offspring 
as a blessing. Again, divorce can be a 
traumatic experience or release from 
an oppressive relationship. 

Figure 1 is the provisional natal 
chart calculated for the average of the 
range at 11:08 hours LT.

Figures 2 and 3 are the Solar Re- 
turns for event #17, son born, the 
first for a birth time of 10:17 and the 
other for 11:59. It will be seen that 
the Sun, Mercury (Xth), Pluto (VIIth) 
and North Node (IVth) are angular in 
the earlier return (Fig. 2). The Sun is 
not considered further as it is still in 
the Xth in the later chart (Fig. 3) and 
doesn't become exactly angular in the 
time range. The natal North Node 
(Fig. 1) at 29°49" Aries is within the 
range of the return ICs, 15°39' Aries 
to 12°26' Taurus. This is the only 
natal point that would fit within any 
of the angular ranges (Figs. 2 & 3). 
Mercury, Pluto and the North Node 
in the return, and natal North Node, 
can each symbolically be appropriate 
for a birth. 

A simple interpolation is used to 
calculate the time when each body is 
exactly angular: the difference in 
longitude between a planet and the 
angle of the earlier return is divided 
by the difference in longitude be- 
tween the earlier and later angle, and 
multiplied by the time range. The 
result is added to the time of the ear- 
lier return. 

For example, the difference in lon- 
gitude between Mercury (29°54' Li- 
bra) and the earlier MC (15°39' Li- 
bra) is 14°15'. The difference in lon- 
gitude between the two Midheavens 
is 26°26'. The time interval between 
the two returns in 104 minutes. 
(14°15'/26°26') multiplied by 104 
equals 54 minutes. Add this to 10:17, 
and 11:11 is the approximate time 
when Mercury is angular. 

For the ten events thirty-eight 
times were obtained using the above 
procedure, ranging from 10:19 to 
11:52. These possible times are listed 
in Table 2, in which AS, MC, IC, 
and DS represent the four angles of 
the solar return, "s-" indicates a solar 
return body, and "r-" a radical body. 
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Alternate 1948 Solar Returns which 
cover the twelve months during 
which a son was born.

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It is necessary to find an appropri- 
ate average to describe this data. The 
set of times in any given exercise will 
not necessarily be evenly distributed 
about a central point. Thus the well- 
known Arithmetic Mean, which is 
greatly affected by extreme values, 
may not be typical. Alternatives are 
the Median, which is the central val- 
ue when the set of times is arranged 
in ascending order, or the Mode, the 
most frequent or common value. 
Another possibility is to discard 
values remote from the central point 
and take the arithmetic mean of the 
remainder, giving a "trim mean." 

For the thirty-eight times in the 
example, the arithmetic mean is 
11:09, the median is 11:11, the mode 
is 11:03, and the trim mean is 11:08. 
Mode = mean - 3(mean - median). 
The trim mean was obtained by dis- 
carding values more than thirty 
minutes from the mean. 


The recorded 
birth time was 
11:11 AEST. 
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UEEN ELIZABETH II is used 

as the second example. 

Nine events, viz., marriage, 
birth of her sister, births of four chil- 
dren, death of father, accession to the 
throne, and the coronation yielded a 
set of twenty-nine times extending 
from 01:03 to 02:37. A time range of 
one hundred minutes was arbitrarily 
chosen, from 01:00 GMT to 02:40. 
The arithmetic mean was 01:47, the 
median was 01:44, the mode was 
01:37, and the trim mean, obtained 
by eliminating times more than thirty 
minutes from the mean, was 01:45. 
The official birth time for the Queen 
is 01:40 GMT. For the solar return 
for 1951, involving the death of 
George VI and the Queen's accession 
to the throne, Mars and Neptune 
were symbolic of the death, Pluto and 
Jupiter for the new life as Queen. 

Note that the fewer times in the set 
and/or in their distribution resulted in 
greater variation between the four 
averages in this second example as 
compared to the first. Another exer- 
cise which provided seventy-eight 
times from twenty-six events had an 
arithmetic mean of 03:52, a median 
of 03:53, a mode of 03:51, and a 
trim mean (times more than thirty 
minutes from the mean excluded) of 
03:54. 

Demi-solars and solstice points can 
supply extra contacts, but the inclu- 
sion of these involves additional work 
without markedly changing the end 


result.

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The Hell-Bent-for-Leather Syndrome 


by M. J. MAKRANSY 


HERE IS NOTHING quite so 

endearing and frustrating about 
other people as their erratic impulses, 
their unpredictability. In spite of all 
the indoctrination children receive in 
the effort to civilize them, almost 
everyone escapes into adulthood with 
at least some of his spontaneity in- 
tact. In the horoscope, this impul- 
siveness is symbolized by the retro- 
grade planets. 

The phenomenon of retrogradation 
occurs when the earth "overtakes" a 
planet in its orbit, so from the point 
of view of an observer on earth the 
planet appears to stop and then move 
backwards in the Zodiac. The astro- 
logical meaning of a retrograde pla- 
net is that the impulse symbolized by 
that planet is attuned not to the world 
of people, but to the world of inner 
feeling. The influence is not so much 
unsocial as unsocialized, operating in 
the realm of intuition rather than that 
of social obligations and restraints. 

The retrograde planet responds in- 
stinctively, with supreme faith and 
supreme gall. It represents a highly 
original and idiosyncratic streak in 
the native. There is an unsophisticat- 
ed cockiness here which is not with- 
out its charm; but which is the posi- 
tive side of a naive solipsism that can 
also create difficulties in communicat- 
ing with other people whenever the 
impulse symbolized by the retrograde 
planet is brought into play. The child- 
like impulsiveness is coupled with a 
lack of sensitivity to the 


minimum requirements of social con- 
straint. There is often a brusque, out- 
spoken, roughshod tendency which 
can leave other people feeling 
bruised. In this area of life, at least, 
the native is so sure of himself that he 
will listen to no one; nor will he learn 
from past experience; nor will he 
even stop and think. Subconscious 
impulse is far more convincing than 
any evidence available to the senses. 
Sometimes the native is brilliantly 
correct, and at other times he's mere- 
ly pigheaded; but he rarely shows the 
capacity for distinguishing between 
the two. His motto is: "Damn the 
torpedoes---full speed ahead." 


HEN A PLANET JS station- 

ary (that is, when the birth oc- 
curred within three days of the exact 
date when the planet changed direc- 
tion), then the impulse symbolized by 
the planet has the same conscious 
responsiveness to deep-seated feel- 
ings as the planet when retrograde; 
and it can be equally stubborn and 
self-obsessed. But the stationary pla- 
net is more worldly and astute --- 
more willing to rely upon reason as 
well as intuition. The stationary pla- 
net moves deftly through life, avoid- 
ing as much entangling compromise 
as possible, whereas the retrograde 
planet just blunders on ahead. 

The two stations are quite different 
in character: Stationary Retrograde is 
Strict, taciturn, stiff-necked---it digs 
in its heels and makes a stand. 
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Stationary Direct is easy-going and 
laid back---it avoids being pinned 
down by slithering around commit- 
ment. But both types are alike in their 
nimble sense of balance and their 
immovability. 

A stationary planet may be consid- 
ered to be greatly strengthened; we 
can consider that retrogradation is a 
debility for the planets from Mercury 
through Saturn, and a mild dignity 
for Uranus, Neptune, and Pluto. 
However, station is a very powerful 
dignity in all cases. 


Preponderance 
of Retrogrades 
(5% of horoscopes) 


HEN THERE IS a preponder- 

ance of retrograde planets (5 
or more) in a horoscope, the native 
has an unaffected impulsiveness. He 
puts out the minimum amount of con- 
formity necessary for survival in his 
social milieu, but he doesn't really 
plug himself into it. He is not ani- 
mated by the customary expectations 
of reward for the sacrifice of his own 
individuality for the group good. 
He's a maverick, a renegade, ar- 
mored in obstinacy and determined to 
carve out his own niche. As a result 
his life tends to lack cohesion and 
direction---it has an improvised, 
patchy or makeshift quality which 
results from living by feel rather than 
by plan. The native has a burning 
need for emotional privacy which 
manifests as emotional impervious- 
ness. He is not so much rude as 
rough in his handling of people: too 
bent upon his own fancies to pay 
much mind to the sensibilities of oth- 
ers. A preponderance of retrogrades 
can be either an uninhibited psycho- 
logical freedom or a lack of common 
sense and perspective. 
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Absence of Retrogrades 
(7% of horoscopes) 


HEN NO PLANETS in a 

horoscope are retrograde, the 
native tends to distrust his own sub- 
conscious impulses, hence his acts 
lack the assurance of inner certainty. 
He is not so much repressed as out of 
touch with his inner feelings. He 
avoids making impulsive errors by 
avoiding impulse; he is too easily 
swayed by logic, by his conscious 
mind, to put stake in following his 
heart. He tries to base his behavior 
on abstract standards of fairness and 
reasonableness. He goes out of his 
way to reconcile conflict and main- 
tain some semblance of accord, and 
is nonplused by emotional undercur- 
rents. He is overly compliant because 
he never feels he's standing on solid 
emotional ground; thus he is easily 
imposed upon or taken advantage of 
by others who are more sure of what 
it is they want. 


Mercury Retrograde 
(20% of horoscopes) 


HIS NATIVE'S MIND--his self- 

consciousness, self-images, self- 
reflection --- is highly attuned to sub- 
conscious impulse. In the course of 
the average day, any number of 
whims dart into the mind of the aver- 
age person, but only rarely will he 
act on one, since to do so entails get- 
ting sidetracked from the larger 
issues of life. However, to the Mer- 
cury-retrograde native, there are no 
larger issues; or rather, the larger 
issue is the freedom to be able to act 
on whim. This native has no sense of 
discrimination between the important 
and the unimportant; he cares only 
about the principle of the thing. He 
makes issues out of things no one else 
considers significant, and he will 


steamroll over the logic of anyone in 
his way. Since he is oblivious to the 
considerations which daunt most oth- 
er people, he has a genius for handily 
accomplishing things other people 
deem impossible. He has unshakeable 
trust in the certainty of his inmost 
feelings. 


Mercury Stationary 


LL THE WHIMSY of Mercury 

retrograde, and equally impervi- 
ous, but the native with Mercury sta- 
tionary is more aware of feelings and 
nuances than he lets on; he affects 
indifference, and can be maddeningly 
imperturbable. While he is punctil- 
ious in discharging his chosen duties, 
he can be mulishly begrudging of his 
energies beyond this point, no matter 
what the situation may seem to be 
demanding. This native basically just 
wants to be left alone. 


Venus Retrograde 
(7% of horoscopes) 


IS DESIRE NATURE--the need 

for appreciation and reward--is 
self-fulfilling and narcissistic. The 
retrograde-Venus native has extreme- 
ly acute perceptions and refined sen- 
sibilities. He is poised and composed, 
with a strong sense of rightful place 
in the scheme of things. He is con- 
sciously responsive to undercurrents, 
and he has an incisive and cynical 
humor -- a skepticism which sees 
through all the power ploys and 
machinations of everyday life. He 
considers himself above petty in- 
trigues and jockeying for position, 
since his sense of self-worth comes 
from within and needs little reassur- 
ance from others. Nonetheless, he 
has his own ulterior motives to which 
he is quite blind: he is captivated by 
his own acumen, and he withdraws 
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into a vain and prissy self-pampering 
or a callous standoffishness. His stiff 
propriety demands special considera- 
tion and privileges from others. 


Venus Stationary 


E IS AS EMOTIONALLY self- 

adequate as the Venus-retro- 
grade type, with the same above-it-all 
sang-froid. Yet with Venus stationary 
he is more personal and approachable 
than the stuffy Venus retrograde, 
without being any more warm or in- 
timate. He revels in his own sense of 
fitness, and has considerable personal 
flair and magnetism. As self-pos- 
sessed as the retrograde type, his 
manner is far more down to earth and 
inviting. 


Mars Retrograde 
(9% of horoscopes) 


BOLD, dogged, and aggressive 

side that operates in a particular- 
ly capricious fashion. When Mars is 
retrograde, the native is not so much 
uncooperative as off on his own tan- 
gent. He has an especial fondness for 
the comfortable rut. He is vague and 
elusive whenever outside demands 
are placed upon him, but is head- 
strong and intransigent in pursuing 
his own ends. He stands on his sense 
of personal honor, and manifests a 
single-minded rigidity and persistence 
in his wishful thinking which can 
wear anyone down to acquiescence. 
He zealously defends his own prerog- 
atives against encroachment, and 
becomes adamant and touchy when- 
ever he feels he is being prodded. He 
is strong-willed and has a well-de- 
veloped sense of personal obligation, 
but also an overweening rebellious- 
ness and wrong-headed contumacy. 
Although he often strikes other peo- 
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ple as being disorganized, he has an 
unflinching determination with which 
he muddles through any difficulty. 


Mars Stationary 


S REBELLIOUS as the retro- 

grade type, and with the same 
pioneering self-sufficiency, but the 
native with Mars stationary is lighter 
and more sociable in his instincts. He 
has a spirit of playfulness and mis- 
chief, that is missing in the concen- 
trated retrograde type. He knows 
how to wheedle and cajole, but he 
also knows how to browbeat when 
the need arises. His capricious self- 
will is made more palatable by his 
daring and saucy impudence. 


Jupiter Retrograde 
(30% of horoscopes) 


HE NATIVE'S JOVIAL SIDE 

---his buoyant, gregarious, and 
expansive side---operates in purely 
unconditioned fashion. There is a 
complete lack of pretense or guile 
here, but also a lack of refinement 
and sensitivity. The native with Jupi- 
ter retrograde is amiable (albeit bluff) 
in speech and manner, and has an 
earthy good humor. But the reverse 
side of his delightful candor is an 
incapacity for comprehending subtle- 
ties or taking an unprejudiced point 
of view. The native sees everything 
in black or white terms: he is intoler- 
ant of disagreement, is easily affront- 
ed, and is unable to compromise. He 
gets huffy at the least slight, and yet 
he is completely unaware of the ef- 
fect which his own offhanded behav- 
ior and attitudes have on other peo- 
ple. His smug superiority is inex- 
tricably entwined with his unalloyed 
optimism and enthusiasm. 
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Jupiter Stationary 


S OPINIONATED and _super- 

cilious as the Jupiter-retrograde 
type, but far shrewder. The person 
with Jupiter stationary is deft at par- 
rying arguments with his wry humor, 
and he is master of the sardonic re- 
tort--more the wiseacre than the good 
ol'boy. Albeit far more articulate in 
his stonewalling than the retrograde 
type, he is no less dogmatic; he is 
fascinated with his own adroitness. 


Saturn Retrograde 
(36% of horoscopes) 


HE SERIOUS, dignified, and 

deliberate side operates in a 
highly intuitive fashion. The native 
with Saturn retrograde has a strong 
inner sense of justice and fairness, 
and he prides himself on his self-re- 
straint and his adherence to principle 
(whereas the Saturn-direct native has 
less self-discipline, and responds 
primarily to limitations imposed by 
the world outside himself), This na- 
tive insists on defining where his own 
responsibilities will lie; he is hard- 
working and doesn't do things the 
easy way or by half-measure. Albeit 
undeniably upright and honest, he has 
a fierce rectitude which can become a 
narrow-minded absolutism. Since he 
eschews outside restriction (together 
with its rewards) in favor of volun- 
tary self-limitation, he war-rants him- 
self to be incorruptible. He believes 
he stands for the moral right; that 
only his motives are indisputably 
pure and disinterested. It can be quite 
a thorny matter to deal with such a 
bastion of righteousness, no matter 
how sincere he may be. 


Saturn Stationary 


O MORE TRACTABLE than 

the retrograde type, yet the na- 
tive with stationary Saturn has a great 
deal more finesse. He makes allow- 
ances for other people. and id not as 
quick on the indignation trigger. He 
is not so much modest as unobtrusive 
and wary. Unswerving in his impera- 
tives, he nonetheless threads his way 
around people by not presuming too 
much or overstepping himself. The 
stiff dignity of the retrograde Saturn 
is here tempered by a sense of the 
politic. 


Uranus Retrograde 
(41% of horoscopes) 


IS INDEPENDENT SIDE --- 

his exacting, self-sufficient side 
---is particularly affable and particu- 
larly ornery. Actually all three of the 
trans-Saturnian planets have a some- 
what "retrograde" meaning to begin 
with, since they are more attuned to 
unconscious rather than conscious 
mind and motivation. Thus when one 
of these planets is retrograde its op- 
eration is enhanced rather than dis- 
torted. The Uranus-retrograde native 
is amicable and candid. He is a sym- 
pathetic listener, and has a feeling for 
the common people and a philosophy 
of live and let live. He grants others 
the liberty to be themselves, and he 
demands the same right in return. His 
democratic exterior conceals an ex- 
treme self-will: an intentness and an 
intolerance of being crossed. Albeit 
intense, even driven, he is both re- 
served and stoical. He is a stickler 
for his private space: beneath the 
friendliness there is a low growl 
which is not to be ignored. He can be 
quite the Prima Donna: self- 
dramatizing, fastidious, and pernick- 
ety. He is idealistic and fraternal, but 
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also a paradigm of staunch individual- 
ism. 


Uranus Stationary 


HERE IS THE SAME gumption 

as the retrograde type, but the 
native with Uranus stationary is jaun- 
tier, more audacious and free- 
wheeling. He is insolent with life, 
craving challenge and flaunting his 
indomitability. He can be as severe 
and heavy-handed as the retrograde 
type, but is far more blithe and in- 
souciant. 


Neptune Retrograde 
(43% of horoscopes) 


HIS NATIVE'S INNOCENT, 

intuitive, and otherworldly side 
is particularly prone to flight. With 
Neptune retrograde, the native is op- 
timistic, plain-spoken, and straight- 
forward, with an off-the-cuff manner 
and an unselfconscious simplicity and 
ease. He has a naive cocksureness 
about himself; he is pert and cheeky, 
with an idealistic slant on life. How- 
ever, the other side of his naturalness 
and delicacy of feeling is a noncha- 
lant perfunctoriness. He is tuned in to 
his own private wavelength, and can 
be quite heedless of other people's 
feelings in the pursuit of his own fan- 
cies. He is not so much insensitive as 
overly subjective and inclined to view 
matters through his own rose-colored 
lenses. He manifests a pigheaded 
wistfulness behind his facade of 
sprightly charm. 


Neptune Stationary 


HE SAME fanciful abstracted- 

ness and sanguine self-confi- 
dence as the retrograde type, but with 
a sharper sense of pragmatism and 
expedience. Where the Neptune- 
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retrograde native brims with vague 
yearnings, the person born'with a 
Stationary Neptune readily acts his 
out. He usually seeks some sheltered 
nook in life wherein his competence 
is undisputed and his own vagaries 
hold sway. The breeziness of retro- 
grade Neptune be-comes a headstrong 
refractoriness at the station. 


Pluto Retrograde 
(44% of horoscopes) 


TENACIOUS, obsessive side 

that is especially impulsive. The 
native with Pluto retrograde is brazen 
and willful, with a facility for cutting 
across nonsense and getting down to 
business. He is assertive and blunt, 
and communicates with people direct- 
ly, without the veneer of social polish 
or artificial manners. He has his own 
flamboyant personal style of which he 
is quite proud --- that of a canny op- 
erator, someone who's in the know 
and is not to be trifled with. Howev- 
er, the other side of his sassiness is 
an overbearing self-certainty, a 
scornfulness which pulls away from 
people or else bowls them right over 
with its aristocratic superiority. His 
bravado is the unavoidable byproduct 
of his can-do pluckiness. 


Pluto Stationary 


E IS MORE SEDATE than the 

retrograde type, but no less 
bullheaded. The Pluto-stationary na- 
tive is more focused and intent than 
blatant or ostentatious. Plain speaking 
and plain dealing, he is willing to 
give ground on nonessentials, and is 
generally more interested in being 
heard than in demonstrating his vir- 
tuosity. His spunkiness is tempered 
by a down-to-earth practicality. 
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Ascendant Ruler 
Retrograde 


HEN THE RULER of the As- 

cendant (the planet ruling the 
rising Sign) is retrograde, the native's 
outer personality --- his manner and 
style --- is especially quixotic. In one 
fashion or another he represents an 
extreme human type: a caricature of 
normality. He must live up to some- 
thing: he proudly upholds some 
standard of human conduct, and he 
plays his chosen life role more con- 
scientiously than most people do. He 
is truly an original, a memorable 
character. He is fussy and detailed, 
and he has to have everything just so. 
He lives in a busyness, a flurry of 
activity, without seeming to get any- 
where in particular. He is sustained 
by a deeply felt joie de vivre; even at 
those times of powerlessness and 
helplessness when he retreats into his 
black moods of self-pity, he never 
loses his doughty mettle and irre- 
pressibility. 


Ascendant Ruler 
Stationary 


HERE IS THE SAME hearty 

and vivacious manner as the ret- 
rograde type, and he is equally dili- 
gent and high-principled. However, 
the stations are more discriminating 
and prudent---not so much modest as 
circumspect. The native born with the 
ruler of the Ascendant stationary 
takes on a parental or avuncular per- 
sona, and shows a friendly (albeit 
detached) interest in other people. 
Thus he maintains his own balance 
and keeps himself on a more even 
emotional keel than the self-obsessed 
retrograde types. 
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AIDS: 
Astrological Indications for the Onset 
of the Epidemic in the United States

Ten years ago, I treated a few patients with 
mysteriously high fevers, weight loss and unu- 
sual lung infections. At first, I nalvely thought 
that the patients would recover and that they 
would be healthy once again. I was wrong. All 
of them died. It was clear to me that we were 
on the brink of a natural disaster as devastating 
as any on earth.

N THE UNITED STATES, the 

age of AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome) officially began 
on Friday, June 5, 1981, when the 
Center for Disease Control in Atlanta 
published a short, dry report by Mi- 
chael S. Gottlieb, M.D. on Pneumo- 
cystis carinii pneumonia among five 
gay men in Los Angeles. The rare 
disease had previously been seen only 
in cancer patients with suppressed 
immune systems. 

If we are to track down the astro- 
logical cause of the AIDS epidemic, 
we must begin with Figure 1 set for 
daybreak on June 5, 1981 at Atlanta. 
The chart is not inappropriate. It is a 
Friday, the day of the week tradition- 
ally ruled by Venus, the planet of 
sensual gratification. And this is a 
badly afflicted Venus: squared by the 
Vth house Saturn-Jupiter conjunction 
in Libra, and semisextile the XIth 
house Mars in Gemini. She is con- 
junct Mercury in Cancer and posi- 
tioned close to the IInd cusp, in that 
part of the night sky most frequently 
occupied by the Sun at times of birth 
and death. 

Saturn is particularly strong. He is 
Stationary in the sign of his exalta- 
tion, trine Mars, square Venus and 
Mercury, and quintile the descending 
degree. Add Saturn's trine to the 
Moon's unfortunate South Node and 
we have a Grand Trine in Air involv- 
ing the three traditional malefics. The 
emphasis Saturn's aspects place on 
the Descendant and the Node, both 
indicators of close personal relation- 
ships, reminds us that the AIDS virus 
is spread by the co-mingling of body 
fluids, either through shared hypo- 
dermic needles or sexual activity, a 
carrier's fluid containing the disease 
having been transmitted to a non-car- 
rier. The Moon rules all fluids. She 
has been violated. 

A seesaw chart is often concerned 
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with the sharing of intelligence, of 
communication, and here this is em- 
phasized by the placement of the 
Ascendant, Sun and Mars in Gemini. 
That this communication involves 
disease may be seen from the posi- 
tions of Mars and Neptune; this sick 
pair contain all of the other bodies. 
Prior to the appearance of the Sun 
over the eastern horizon to bring light 
on the secret doings of the night, just 
these two, Mars and Neptune, were 
above the horizon, and here, at sun- 
rise, they each have a similar alti- 
tude. The chart is concerned with 
invisible matters (most bodies be- 
neath the horizon) which are about to 
become public knowledge, because of 
indications of severe sickness (Mars 
and Neptune elevated). 

The importance of these two pla- 
nets is further emphasized by the fact 
that between them they aspect every 
one of the other bodies: Neptune as- 
pects Uranus, Pluto and the Moon; 
Mars aspects each of the others. 
Gemini and Sagittarius, the signs this 
pair occupy, are both freedom lov- 
ing; they dislike restraint, they tend 
to reject commitments that will tie 
them down, they have an aversion to 
being contained. If any two signs can 
be said to represent the sexual anar- 
chy and the drug scene of the imme- 
diate pre-AIDS years, these two can. 
Mars in Gemini, the sign of coupling, 
can indicate the desire for impulsive, 
casual sex; Neptune in Sagittarius tal- 
lies with the addict's dream to replace 
the dulling worries of the humdrum 
world with ecstatic bliss. Both can 
symbolize the plunging hypodermic 
needle: the Martian spear filled with 
Geminian air, Neptune riding on the 
Sagittarian arrow. Mars and Neptune 
combine to create the sickness axis 
within any chart, and here this is 
what the Sun in Gemini is bringing to 
light at the dawn of this day. 


In any chart involving disease, 
especially one that is epidemic, one 
immediately looks for Jupiter the 
physician to evaluate the strength and 
resources of the medical profession. 
Jupiter is in Vth, needing to wait 
quite some time before the Earth's 
rotation will bring him to the 
nadir--there'll be no immediate cries 
of Eureka, not until after he's risen 
from that dark pit. And Jupiter is 
weakened by the increasing influence 
of the dark lord, Saturn. Saturn com- 
pletely dominates Jupiter. In any cy- 
cle involving two planets, the Sun 
and Moon relationship is the prime 
example, the faster body, and here 
this is ponderous Jupiter, is strongest 
and most independent when orbiting 
away from the influence of the slower 
body. Jupiter is within Saturn's orb, 
but not yet at the last of its three con- 
junctions so the final death of the old 
cycle is not yet complete. The birth 
of the new Jupiter cycle will not oc- 
cur until after the July 24, 1981 con- 
junction, 49 days away. Combine the 
two movements of Jupiter, by 
Oblique Descension and along the 
Zodiac, and they both tell the same 
story. The cavalry is absent, no troop 
of Metro-Goldwyn-Meyer extras is 
camped just the other side of the hills 
ready to come to the rescue; no 
Galahad-like medical researcher is 
likely to quickly ride up astride a 
shining white charger, an antidote 
dangling on the end of his lance, ea- 
ger to slay this scourge. 


IDS HAS NOW SPREAD its 

shadow around the globe. In 
1981, less than 100 people died from 
the disease. By the year 2000, the 
World Health Organization recently 
calculated, some 40-million people 
will be infected by the virus. A mil- 
lion Americans are thought to carry 
the H.I.V. virus, and AIDS patients 
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continue to increase in the U.S. As at 
the end of 1991 there have been 
218,301 AIDS cases reported in the 
United States, and 141,223 deaths. 
The number of new cases in 1991 
increased five percent, to 45,506 
from 43,352 in 1990. With the num- 
bers of gays and heroin addicts de- 
pleted, the disease is now increasing 
among women, adolescents, and drug 
users who do not use intravenous 
drugs. At first it was a regional prob- 
lem of the major metropolitan areas 
in New York and California, now it 
extends to the small cities and the 
rural areas, increasing faster in the 
mostly rural South and Midwest than 
in other parts of the country. 


In the first thirty days of 
the Persian Gulf war, 

14 Americans were killed in 
combat; 

in the same period, 2,500 
Americans died of AIDS. 


Poor families are the hardest hit, and 
this is where drug addiction often 
lurks behind the AIDS diagnosis. In 
New York City 20,000 children have 
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lost one or both parents to AIDS. 
Medical researchers say they are set- 
tling in for the long haul, expecting 
the battle against AIDS to occupy the 
rest of their working lives. 


WAXING MOON, rising in 

Cancer---how much stronger 
could she be? She indicates lots of 
empathy, sympathy, TLC, public 
outrage, public fear, ...and lots of 
victims. The Moon describes how we 
experience the course of events, our 
awareness, how we react, how we 
cope. She reflects what the others are 
doing. The Moon does not cause, she 
is no prime mover, that is the task of 
the planets proper; the slower the 
body the more effective, the longer 
lasting its deeds. And note the aspects 
this rising Moon makes to the three 
slowest bodies of all, to Neptune, 
Uranus and Pluto, descending in the 
west. 

Moon square Pluto indicates fear 
and apprehension, defensive with- 
drawal, forced insularity. 

Moon quincunx Neptune similarly 
is a closing off of contacts with the 
outside in the face of danger. It also 
suggests social programs for public 
welfare and counseling. 

Moon trine Uranus (Uranus is 
opposed by Mars) indicates the im- 
proved research and the scientific 
advances that will and have occurred 
from this battle. Knowledge has been 
gleaned that will lead to real im- 
provements in treatment in the next 
decade. Researchers have isolated the 
AIDS virus, have cloned its genes, 
have studied its proteins and have 
found drugs that can relieve some 
suffering for people with the disease, 
yet it is as deadly as ever. 


THERE ARE FOUR reasons 


why the AIDS virus is such a 
formidable opponent: 
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1. The virus slips copies of its genet- 
ic material into the genetic materi- 
al of the infected person, making 
it impossible to remove the viral 
genes from a cell. 

2. It has a long latency period, which 
means a person can remain una- 
ware of the infection for a decade 
or more, during which he or she 
can spread the virus to others. 

3. It makes variants of itself, which 
allows it to elude drugs and vac- 
cines targeted at particular fea- 
tures of the virus. 

4. It strikes at the heart of the im- 
mune system, killing the very 
cells that would normally keep it 
in check and also making the in- 
fected person unable to fight off 
other micro-organisms. 

Mars should be acting as the 
body's defender---he is our immune 
system---but obviously he has been 
unable to defend against the attack of 
Saturn (item 2, above), Neptune 
(items 1, 2 & 4), Pluto (item 3) and, 
possibly, Uranus (item 4). 


OWEVER, the strength of the 

Moon should not be ignored. 
When she rises up over the Ascend- 
ant, which is obviously not for a 
while, she will of necessity do so on 
Saturn's terms, with a greater com- 
mitment to the family unit, enhanced 
containment. The Moon is 40° away 
from the rising degree in this chart of 
ten years ago. In Oblique Ascension, 
the difference is 45°22'. Tradition 
says the unit of time is determined by 
the sign and house position of the 
faster body that is about to make the 
aspect. Obviously, here a degree 
doesn't correspond to a day, a week 
or a month. Does the interval relate 
then to forty years, perhaps to forty- 
five? Even after the lapse of eleven 
years, with no cure to the disease 
found and no signs of the scourge 


being controlled, we should be cau- 
tious about making such a prediction. 

Is Figure 1 the correct chart? It is 
certainly appropriate for the first pub- 
licizing of the disease. However, I 
believe we need to look earlier to 
locate the astrological indicators for 
the onset of the epidemic. 


IX MONTHS EARLIER, in Jan- 
uary 1981, Saturn had another 
station, see Figure 2. This is a bucket 
chart in which the singleton Moon 
opposes Venus & squares the Saturn- 
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Jupiter conjunction. 

Such a combination, according to 
Marc Jones, “indicates a continuing 
crisis with the risk of self-defeating 
confusion and a constant dissipation 
of resources." Saturn is again con- 
junct Jupiter in Libra. The trine be- 
tween the Jupiter-Saturn and the 
Mercury-Mars conjunctions contains 
all the bodies other than the Cancer 
Moon. Pluto has just set. Again there 
is a rising Moon in Cancer. It was in 
January that the epidemic was first 
identified.

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HE FIRST of the three maver- 

ick Jupiter-Saturn conjunctions 
occurred three weeks earlier on 31st 
December 1980. The other two were 
on March 4th and July 24th of 1981. 
Since 1842 Jupiter and Saturn had 
formed each of their conjunctions in 
Earth signs. When the every-twenty- 
year series moves into the next ele- 
ment, the first conjunction in the new 
triplicity is termed a Mutation Con- 
junction, and this is considered the 
key chart from which to predict 
world events for the next 240 years. 
When, at long intervals, this conjunc- 
tion falls in Fire, it is termed a Great 
Mutation. The general consensus 
among leading mundane astrologers’ 
is that this 1981 change of element 
should be ignored as the following 
conjunction (in May 2000) is back in 
Earth again. The experts say the true 
Great Mutation in Air will not occur 
until the year 2060. This may be so, 
but the maverick conjunctions of 
1981 must be our prime suspect as 
astrological cause of AIDS. 

This suspicion is increased when 
we recall that a previous conjunction 
of the same two bodies in an Air sign 
was suggested, albeit in hindsight, as 
the astrological indicator of the 
plague, also a communicable disease 
that caused the antibody system to 
fail, which devastated life across the 
world. 


HE CAUSE of the plague is a 

tiny bacterium that lives in the 
bloodstreams of small rodents named 
yersinia pestis, transmission is by flea 
bite. Under a powerful microscope, 
the bacterium resembles a safety pin. 
For the most part the bacterium live 
quietly and in peace. They have done 
so--and still do today---for who 
knows how many centuries, in ob- 
scure regions around the globe from 
the Crimea, to India, and the United 
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In 1348 the Medical Faculty of the 
University of Paris made the follow- 
ing statement: 

"In the year of Our Lord 1345, 
on March 20, there was a con- 
junction of in the House of 
Aquarius. The conjunction of Jupi- 
ter and Saturn portends death and 
disaster. The conjunction of Mars 
and Jupiter portends pestilence in 
the air. For Jupiter is warm and 
humid and draws upon evil va- 
pors from earth and water; and 
Mars is hot and dry, and kindles 
the evil into an infective fire. We 
must therefore expect a terrible 
calamity." 


States. Normally the yersinia pestis 
bacteria are contained by antibodies 
and do not overwhelm the other cells 
in the blood of their hosts and this 
stable condition, which may last in- 
definitely, is called the chronic condi- 
tion of the disease. 

After remaining in a peaceable 
state for perhaps a hundred years, the 
little cells suddenly spring into hy- 
peractivity, replicating themselves 
with an urgency that develops into a 
kind of seething rage. There has to 
have been an alteration in the envi- 
ronment, a catalyst such as Jupiter 
and Saturn in conjunction with Mars 
afflicted to begin the process. Once 
the sudden expansion begins, it is 
almost unstoppable. Only a wide 
ocean can hold it back. The third 
pandemic of the plague, which killed 
some ten million in India at the turn 
of the present century, is still continu- 
ing, although contained, to this day. 

In the 1340's such a state of hyper- 
activity occurred, coincident with a 
Jupiter-Saturn conjunction in Air.” 


HE FIRST of the three conjunc- 

tions is shown at Figure 3. All 
of the bodies are setting in the west- 
ern half of the sky, bundled within a 
111° arc. The wide trine from Mars 
to the conjunction encompasses all of 
the bodies. Such a concentration sug- 
gests there are no choices. We must 
adjust to what occurs and capitalize 
on this, if we can. We have to con- 
form whether we like it or not, mat- 
ters are beyond our control. 
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The Jupiter-Saturn conjunction 
dominates the chart: square the Sun 
and Mercury, semisextile the Moon, 
sesquiquadrate the Ascendant. But 
Neptune, the planet of social respon- 
sibility, is also very important: plumb 
on the Descendant, semisquare the 
conjunction. The Moon's next aspect, 
its conjunction with Uranus corre- 
sponds to 19 years 7 months away, 
not due until June 17th, 2000. This 
could be the chart of the virus.

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OWEVER, my personal prefer- 

ence is for the chart of the 
previous Libra ingress’, Figure 4. 
The use of an ingress chart to indi- 
cate the meaning of a Jupiter-Saturn 
conjunction is not common practice 
nowadays but this approach goes 
back to very early times*. In the past 
it was usual for the chart of the Aries 
Ingress immediately prior to the con- 
junction. After comparing these Aries 
Ingress charts against those for the 
Sun's ingress into the Zodiac sign in 
which the conjunction occurs, I have 
concluded the latter approach better 
indicates subsequent events. 


Each of the charts we have exam- 
ined has been difficult, yet the chart 
shown at Figure 4 is even more chal- 
lenging. Libra is the sign we relate to 
the VIIth house of partnerships and 
open enemies. Libra times the annual 
sunset, when the Sun falls into a 
negative declination; the VIIth cusp 
times the daily sunset, where night 
and darkness begin. Although virtual- 
ly all of the literature tells us that the 
eighth house is the House of Death, I 
have found the VIIth is by far the 
most frequently aspected cusp by con- 
junction at this time. This finding 
appears intuitively obvious.

The Sun is moving from a souther- 
ly declination to a northerly oné. At 
0° Libra it is at the in-between point, 
the time when daylight and darkness 
are perfectly balanced. Once this Sun 
leaves the Equinox point it comes to 
Saturn. 

In Fig. 4, the bodies form a bucket 
shape. The 124° bowl is mainly in 
the northeastern quadrant (just Nep- 
tune is across the meridian) and ex- 
tends from Venus to Neptune. The 
Pisces Moon (opposing the Vertex) is 
the bucket's handle. All of the bodies 
in this chart are closely related to one 
another by aspect. There are five 
conjunctions: the Sun is conjunct both 
Saturn (orb 11') and Jupiter (7°12'), 
Mercury is conjunct Pluto (orb 48'), 
Venus conjunct Node (orb 3°18’), 
and Mars conjunct Uranus (orb 
6°16'). The Sun-Saturn conjunction 
obviously predominates because of its 
Zodiac position, but none of the other 
aspects or placements (particularly 
that of Neptune) can be ignored. 

Saturn could hardly be stronger. 
He is just 11' ahead of the Sun, 
meaning that he is in the Cazimi, 
within the Sun's heart, where he is 
strengthened immeasurably. In this 
position Saturn is exalted over the 
Sun rather than subordinated to it. At 
this day's dawning, it was Saturn 
who placed his mark on the day, on 
all that would occur during it, not the 
Sun, This placement adds to Saturn's 
already great positional strength in 
the first degree of Libra, in his own 
term within the sign of his exaltation. 
And we must not forget that this Li- 
bra Ingress heralds a mutating Jupi- 
ter-Saturn conjunction. Without any 
doubt, this is a chart of fate, of Kar- 
ma. Saturn is again the inexorable 
God of the Old Testament, tyranni- 
cally conservative, who is to be 
feared. He indicates severe blocks 
and difficulties, an extreme sensitivi- 
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ty to any disorder, especially those 
concerned with the cleansing of pol- 
luted waste matter (for individuals 
this function involves the kidneys). 
We are forced to accept this experi- 
ence, adjust ourselves to the practical 
facts, and make the necessary choices 
that are demanded. 

The Moon is in Pisces, the sign of 
the scapegoat. Her next aspect is 9° 
away, a trine to Mars in the IXth. 
The Moon is angular in a cadent 
sign, which should mean the unit of 
time is in weeks. Nine weeks takes us 
to the beginning of December, the 
time of John Lennon's assassination 
and the hostage negotiations between 
the USA and Iran (both appropriate 
events for Moon aspecting Mars in 
the IXth). Changing the unit of time 
from weeks to months takes us to 
June 1981, when the first report on 
the AIDS epidemic was published. 

The Moon is separated from the 
rising degree by 27° (21°44' in OA). 

Each of the charts illustrated with 
this article relates to a specific action 
of Saturn, a station or conjunction. In 
each of them the planet Neptune is 
emphasized. Besides oil, Neptune 
relates to drugs and to minorities, 
including homosexuals. 

Readers may wish to examine the 
final one of the three maverick Jupi- 
ter-Saturn conjunctions of 1981 
(04:14 UT, 24th July 1981) as an in- 
dicator of the final outcome of what 
was brought into being by these con- 
junctions. As in 1345, Mars is close- 
ly related to the conjunction; here the 
aspect is a square. 


N 1802 there was a_ maverick 

conjunction in Earth, interrupting 
the Fire series that had begun in 
1603. The next conjunction, that of 
1821, was back in a Fire sign, Aries, 
and it wasn't until 1842 that the Mu- 
tation Conjunction in Earth occurred. 
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However, there can be little doubt 
that the 1802 maverick was herald to 
the later Earth series. Within a year 
of 1802; the first successful railway 
locomotive had been built, gas first 
provided artificial light in a public 
place, photography began, the first 
submarine appeared, the first paddle 
steamer, and, in Britain, the first 
decennial census. At this time Dalton 
began his work on atomic theory 
which led to the systematic arrange- 
ment of chemistry; Napoleon Bona- 
parte became First Consul for life, 
and the U.S.A. made the Louisiana 
Purchase. 


HE LAST TRUE MUTATION 

Conjunction in Air occurred in 
the year 1127, at which time the con- 
junction was also in early Libra. This 
period can be clearly associated with 
an intensified progress in culture and 
learning, a concern with the systemi- 
zation of thought and with philosoph- 
ical speculation. This was the time of 
the rise of the universities throughout 
Europe. There was also an architec- 
tural revolution when new engineer- 
ing means were applied to spiritual 
and artistic ends in the building of the 
Gothic cathedrals (construction of 
Chartres began in 1134, Saint-Denis 
in 1140, Notre-Dame in 1163). 


HE PREVIOUS MUTATION 

conjunction in Air was in 332, 
when the seat of the Roman Empire 
moved to Constantinople. Scrolls 
were just beginning to be replaced by 
books. In Northern India the Gupta 
emperors had just come into power 
and they inspired great art and major 
advances in mathematics, astronomy 
and medicine. Historians also date to 
this period the beginnings of Alche- 
my, the search for the Philosopher's 
Stone and the Elixir of Life. 
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IHE INTELLECTUAL flowering 

that occurred in XIIth-century 
Europe and in IVth-century India is 
very appropriate for the symbolism 
we place on the sign Libra. Why is it 
not happening now? Three possibili- 
ties come immediately to mind. 
These are of an optimistic, pessimis- 
tic and neutral nature. The reader 
may prefer one according to his or 
her viewpoint. There are, of course, 
other possibilities. 


1. The neutral possibility: Because 
of its maverick nature, the 1981 
mutation into Air cannot be ex- 
pected to be of a true Libran na- 
ture. We should interpret the 1981 
conjunction as having taken place 
in an over-extended Virgo, and 
not pay it too much heed. This is 
the position taken by most writers 
on mundane astrology. 


2. Pessimistic: Mankind in the 
fourth and twelfth centuries was 
developing in a positive, balanced 
direction, hence the Great Muta- 
tions of 332 and 1127 stimulated 
further positive progress. We are 
different today. We have gone 
adrift. We have lost our sense of 
balance. The advancement of 
Democracy and Industrialism has 
intensified warfare and national- 
ism, Our heroes are no longer 
creative or spiritual leaders but 
commercial exploiters or political 
demagogues. After the massive 
death and destruction of this cen- 
tury's wars, we have become 
overly selfish and materialistic. 
The great buildings we erect do 
not glorify God but the multi- 
national corporations. There is 
very little place for faith and reli- 
gion in our lives. We are destroy- 
ing the planet itself with our 


thoughtless greed, with our impa- 
tient demands for instant gratifica- 
tion. The AIDS epidemic and 
1981's maverick mutation are 
means intended to right the bal- 
ance, to provide the necessary 
shock that will bring us back to 
our senses, to where it is we 
should be*. Those who survive, 
that is. 


Optimistic: The 1981 conjunction 
may be related to the AIDS epi- 
demic, but that in turn is pushing 
the techniques of medicine and 
biology beyond the old limits, 
very much as our exploration of 
space is stimulating our abilities in 
mathematics, astronomy and engi- 
neering. Our scientific capabilities 
are more powerful than ever. The 
scientific advances have indeed 
been extraordinary. More will fol- 
low until we have conquered the 
present problem.

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Winning at 
the Casino

HE FIRST TIME I walked into 

a casino in Atlantic City I knew I 
had found the mother of all games. 
The flashing lights, bells ringing, 
coins clanging out of the machines to 
the accompaniment of computerized 
melodies, the crowds of people and 
opulent surroundings made this the 
most exciting place to play the most 
exciting games in the world: slots and 
video poker. I couldn't stuff my quar- 
ters in the machines fast enough. For- 
tunately my husband and I did not 
realize how potentially expensive an 
evening at the casino could be so we 
did not take a lot of money with us. 
That was our good luck for the 
evening. On the way home we decid- 
ed if we ever came back we would 
not take more money than we could 
afford to lose. And that is what hap- 
pened, we lost. Sometimes we'd 
break even or win a bit, even double 
our money but that amounted to pea- 
nuts. 

Then I remembered a lecture on 
Helio by Jacob Schwartz. He includ- 
ed a segment on winning and the 
formula was very simple. Set up your 
natal chart using both helio and geo 
positions of the planets. Then look 
for a day when either geo or helio 
transiting Jupiter aspects either of the 
natal Saturns, or when either geo or 
helio transiting Saturn aspects either 
of the natal Jupiters. When you find 
that Jupiter-Saturn contact look to see 
if there is a trigger on that day. A 
trigger is any fast-moving planet, 
preferably Venus, that aspects an out- 
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er planet in the natal chart. Again, 
use both geo and helio positions. 


HE FIRST DATE I picked was 

April 17th 1991, and I no- 
ticed that transiting Venus was in 
close aspect to natal Uranus, and less 
than a degree from my natal MC. My 
husband asked what that meant and I 
flippantly said that Venus represents 
money (it also rules my empty IInd 
house) and the MC has to do with 
being in the public eye, so I guessed 
my big win would bring me attention. 
Not for a minute did I believe it. Lat- 
er, when I got a royal straight flush, I 
was stunned by the noisy bells and 
flashing lights but there were no co- 
ins pouring out. I didn't realize I had 
won. A sign appeared on the machine 
that said, "Call Attendant." Fora 
split second I thought I had broken 
the machine. Then I realized the 
machine did not spit out coins for the 
top pay-off, an attendant pays it in 
bills. So it didn't cross my mind to 
look at my watch. 


WAS equally stunned the second 
time I won so I can only guess at 
the time. 


HE THIRD time I picked a day, 

I decided it was stupid to play a 
machine whose top pay-off was 
$1,000 when I could play a progres- 
sive machine and get a larger jackpot. 
That time my husband hovered close 
by while I played and when the bells 
Started ringing he yelled, "Ten fifty- 


five!" I asked if that was how much I 
had won? "No," he answered, “that's 
the time" So at last I had an exact 
time to work with. 


HE FOURTH jackpot I won 

happened after having dinner. I 
walked up to a progressive machine, 
put in five quarters and what a rack- 
et! My husband, cool-headed Aquar- 
ian that he is, called out, "eight- 
twenty." This was my largest jack- 
pot. Before I was handed the money I 
had to give Social Security number, 
two identification cards, and sign a 
receipt. I was given tax info. and had 
my picture taken. 


HE FIFTH TIME that I chose a 

date was a complete failure. I am 
including data for it so that you can 
see it is possible to lose even when 
the right combination of planets is 
present. At least part of the problem 
was that I played stupidly. 


N ADDITION to the Jupiter- 

Saturn contacts and the trigger 
planet, I have found two other factors 
that seem to be important for winning 
at casinos. When I won transiting geo 
and helio Venus was in aspect, or a 
transiting Venus aspected transiting 
geo or helio Mercury. I have also 
found that there is always an aspect 
between natal Uranus and transiting 
Venus, or natal Venus is aspected by 
transiting Uranus. 

The dates and data for the jackpots 
are listed and show only the planets 
involved in the win. 

If you want to examine other plan- 
etary placements my natal data is:

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Two Disasters & a Miracle

HIS ARTICLE was born some- 

time in December, 1986 when I 
sent a letter to NASA with accompa- 
nying charts of the Apollo I fire 
tragedy, the Space Challenger disas- 
ter, and the Voyager flight around the 
world non-refueled. At the time, 
Voyager was still in flight and the 
fate of the two courageous flyers was 
still very much in doubt. In the letter 
to NASA, I made the prediction of 
ultimate success for Voyager. 

As the event charts show, there 
were good reasons for the failures of 
the Apollo I and Space Shuttle mis- 
sions, and for the success of the Voy- 
ager world flight. 


The Apollo Fire 


HE FIRST CASUALTIES of the 

U. S. space program occurred 
when a flash fire swept the space 
capsule during a simulation of the 
scheduled launching of Apollo I, kill- 
ing the three astronauts, Roger B. 
Chaffee, Virgil I. Grissom, and 
Edward H. White. Figure 1 is the 
sidereal chart for the fire. 

One of the first things I look for in 
an event chart is to see if one of the 
three violent Signs (Aries, Scorpio, 
or Capricorn) are on any of the 
angles. I also look for any planet in 
the same degree as the Node. Here, 
Aries is at the Zenith and Midheaven, 
the house of the pilot, while Capri- 
corn lies on the VIIth. The Node 
is conjunct the MC. 

At first glance Jupiter is a help, 
being conjunct the East Point. Unex- 
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pected and explosive Uranus is in the 
IInd, while Neptune is in the IVth, 
the house of ending; both are at the 
unfortunate 29°, something to grieve 
about. Mars, the planet of fire, lies in 
one of the travel houses, the IIrd, in 
the public Sign of Libra. In the VIIth, 
Mercury the ruler of the Ascendant is 
in the violent Sign of Capricorn, and 
opposes the Ascendant. 

Saturn, in the VIIIth of death, is 
conjunct Chiron, sometimes called 
another Jupiter, and opposes Uranus 
and Pluto in the IInd. Saturn is also 
exactly quincunx Mars in the IlIIrd, 
signifying a travel problem. 


Midpoints: The best way to consider 
midpoints is to remember the eight 
phases of the Moon. Figure 1, the 
standard event chart, has also been 
overlaid as an Octoscope with the 
eight 45° phases or midpoints of the 
angles. The ASC/MC midpoint is the 
most powerful position in any chart, 
though all of these angle midpoints 
are important. Note that the Saturn- 
Uranus opposition is close to two of 
these midpoints, ASC/IC and DS/MC 
and therefore squares the key 
ASC/MC point. Ebertin called this 
combination "the intervention of 
one's destiny." (All interpretations of 
planetary pairs and midpoints are 
taken directly from Reinhold Eber- 
tin's The Combination of Stellar In- 
fluences.) 

The midpoint of Mars and Saturn 
in any chart is the point of greatest 
danger, while the Mars/Uranus mid- 
point the most accident-prone. 


MA/SA (16SG30) -45- NP (29LB50) & 
-45- VE (2AQ14), the planet of people. 

MA/UR (15VG26) -45- NP (29LB50), an 
unreal accident. Wasn't it an electri- 
cal short (Uranus) that caused the 
fire, and does Neptune rule smoke? 

SO/LU (24LB40) -45- Part of Fatality 
(9VG42) The conscious and the uncon- 
sciousness locked up in a bad connec- 
tion to their fate. 

UR/NP (29VGS0) -135= Fortuna (14AQ00) 
which Ebertin interprets as “instabili- 
ty, losses," and it was all of that, and 
more. 


Parts. As stated above, the Part of 
Fatality closely aspects the midpoint 
of the Sun and Moon. It is located in 
the eighth watch of Death in the Oc- 
toscope (numbering clockwise from 
the Ascendant). 

The VIIth house is loaded with 
trouble: Mercury, the takeoff ruler, 
opposes the Ascendant and is con- 
junct both the Part of Peril and the 
Part of Catastrophe. The first house, 
by the way, is the house of the crew. 
Both the Part of Peril and catastrophe 
are exactly on the horizon. Venus, 
the people, is conjunct the Part of 
Death, and opposes the Moon in the 
Ist. The Part of Plane Crashes (ASC 
+ Cusp IX - Pluto, according to 
Priscilla M. Gilbert) is conjunct the 
Part of Fortune, which is also con- 
nected to the UR/NP midpoint. Not a 
very good array of aspects for a suc- 
cessful flight. 


Fixed Stars: Although routinely ne- 
glected, they can be extremely impor- 
tant. In ancient times, we're told, 
they played an important part in pre- 
dictions. 

The following stars have a connec- 
tion with the Apollo chart: 
Dubhe at 20CN27 is conjunct the 
Ascendant. It is like Mars, with the 
same destructive tone.

Regulus, 5LE06, is said to be usually 
good, but it has the nature of Mars 
and Jupiter and has been known to 
cause accidents. It is conjunct the 
Moon. 

Denobola at 26LE52 is conjunct 
Uranus and has the nature of Uranus. 
It is often involved in major catastro- 
phes. 

Agena at 29LB02 is conjunct Nep- 
tune. Its nature is Mars conjunct 
Mercury. In aspect to Neptune, there 
is a liability for accidents. 

Scheat at OPS59 is of Saturn's na- 
ture. Here it is conjunct Saturn and 
when connected with a malefic there 
is often loss of life, which may be the 
result of airplane accidents. 


Eighth Harmonic: This is a recent 
idea that I believe is pertinent. The 
chart of the 8th Harmonic is one of 
action, effort put out, achievement or 
failure as the chart may show---the 
manifestation of action, see Fig. 2. 

Right away, there is the combina- 
tion of UR-120-NP and UR-90-PL, 
which Ebertin describes as "great 
losses, calamities, catastrophes." SO- 
135-NP can be “chaotic conditions, 
great disappointments" as Ebertin 
says. JP-135-ASC is doubtless an 
"excessive desire to be of importance 
to the world." Again, the ME-150- 
MA suggests the possibility of fire. 

Perhaps the most dramatic aspect 
is the quincunx from the Moon in 
Gemini (the travel sign) to the triple 
conjunction of Node-Saturn-MC. 
Moon with Saturn is sadness, and 
NN-SA-MC can be mourning and 
bereavement.

is in violent Aries, exactly op- 
posing Pluto in the VIJth and square 
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Mercury, natural ruler of the takeoff, 
in the house of the pilot, the Xth. 
Both Saturn and Uranus (explosion) 
are in the VIIIth house of death, and 
in violent Scorpio. The mission (MC) 
is also in a violent sign, Capricorn. 
Neptune in the IXth house of long 
journeys, in the flight sign Sagittari- 
us, suggests a lack of discrimination. 
It is trine the Ascendant. Chiron at 
the achievement degree, 15° Taurus, 
but in the VIIIth Octoscope watch of 
death, casting doubt on the success of 
the mission.

Midpoints: The Moon and Uranus 
both on the chart's midpoint angles. 
The most dangerous position in the 
chart, the MA/SA midpoint, here at 
7SC55, is conjunct the VIIIth house 
cusp. SO/LU 0SC13-90-JP 0AQ14. 
MA/UR, the most accident-prone 
position in a chart, is at 14SC35 con- 
junct Saturn and Fortuna, and semi- 
square the MC.

Parts: The Part of Catastrophe is in 
the Ist house of the crew and passen- 
gers. The Part of Plane Crash is con- 
junct the IIIrd house cusp of travel in 
Gemini. The Part of Death is also in 
the IIIrd house but close to the IC, 
and square the East Point. Fortuna, 
in VIII, is exactly at the MA/UR 
midpoint. The Part of Fate is in the 
XIth house of immediate circum- 
stances. Finally, the Part of Peril in 
the XIIth in Pisces is exactly semi- 
sextile the Part of Fate; semisextile 
the Ascendant; and quincunx Pluto. 
Not an array of positions in which I 
would care to fly. 


Fixed Stars: Perhaps these do not 
effect the Node's position, but here at 
least that does tell a story. 

Sharatan, 9AR14, with the influence 
of Mars and Saturn is often present at 
events of violence and danger. Here 
it is on the horizon conjunct the 
Node. One of its meanings is "de- 
struction by fire." 

Hamal, 12AR55, is conjunct the Asc 
It is like Mars and Saturn: connected 
with violence. 
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Aldebaran, 15TA03, is conjunct 
Chiron. It is similar to Mars, or toa 
combination of Mercury, Mars and 
Jupiter. It is sometimes connected 
with catastrophes. 

Antares, 15SC04, is conjunct Saturn 
in the VIIIth. It has the character of 
Mars, and is called “the rival of 
Mars." It causes violence and fires. 


Eighth Harmonic , see Fig 4. 

MA-60-NP-120-SO can be inter- 
preted as the dissolution of the body. 

MA-180-NN, as the interruption of 
associations. 

The four bodies and the Ascendant 
in Sagittarius, square the MC, could 
be interpreted as an excellent ability 
to fly the mission; but the close con- 
junction of Mercury and Uranus with 
the ASC can also mean accidents. 

JP-120-MC-150-UR-ME is one of 
the better contacts. It should have 
brought luck, ability and success; but 
it wasn't enough. 

Ebertin says SA-120-PL means 
"self-destructive energy, the loss of 
one's fortune and possessions." 

LU-90-ASC-PL can mean personal 
relationships with tragic conse- 
quences. 


The Voyager 
Around-the-World Flight 


HE FLIGHT began from Ed- 

wards Air Force Base in Califor- 
nia (34N54 117WS52) at 8:00 a.m. 
PST on 14th December 1986. I 
guessed at the probably take-off time 
and learnt some days later that it was 
indeed the correct time. The flight 
was successfully completed nine days 
later, on 23rd December 1986. I 
examined a chart for the take-off on 
20th December, while the Voyager 
was still in flight, and sent copies of 
it and my interpretation to NASA and 
also to the two flyers, Dick Rutan

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and Jeana Yeager. Two and a half 
years later, I was very pleased to re- 
ceive a postcard from Jeana Yeager 
thanking me for my work and my 
prediction of their success. The chart 
is at Fig. 5. 

The violent signs are not on any of 
the angles. In fact, the sign on the 
Ascendant is the sign of flight, Sagit- 
tarius, a good omen. The close trine 
between the Node and the Vertex in- 
dicates a successful event. 

The most important aspect is the 
conjunction of Mars and Jupiter in 
the IInd house, actually at the cusp of 
the IlIrd house of travel. They are in 
Aquarius, said by some to be the sign 
of flight. The aspect is a strong indi- 
cator of a successful endeavor. We 
can describe this as a conjunction 
involving Mars, Jupiter and Uranus: 
the seal of success blended with an 
element of luck. 

Although the Sun-Uranus conjunc- 
tion is in Scorpio, a violent sign, it is 
blessed by being in the Lunar man- 
sion ruled by Jupiter. This aspect is 
said to indicate a sudden turn in life. 
It is widely square the strong Mars- 
Jupiter combo. 

Mercury conjunct Saturn in the 
XIth house of immediate circum- 
stances indicates the difficulties (Sat- 
urn) of the flight (Mercury). Mercury 
rules the Xth, the pilot and the mis- 
sion. 

The Sun, indicator of goals and 
achievements, rules the [Xth house of 
long travel, and Uranus , said by 
some to be the planet of flight, rules 
the IlIrd, the other house of travel. 
Difficulties were evident from the 
beginning of the flight, as part of the 
wingtip broke off during the take-off. 


Midpoints: The Moon and Mercury 
are at the chart's angle midpoints. 
This combination signifies percep- 
tion, good judgment, and journeys. 


SO/LU = MA/JP. There was a 
good relationship between partners 
and friends, the realization of joint 
objectives. 

MA/SA, 3CP27, square MC. No- 
one ever said the flight would be 
easy; there were all kinds of dangers 
that could and did confront the cour- 
ageous pilots. 

ME/JP, 1CP19, square MC: Good 
common sense, intelligent reasoning, 
and successful activity. 


Parts: The only scary one is the Part 
of Catastrophe on the horizon. They 
had problems with winds, there was a 
need to skirt storms, and always the 
judicious use of fuel. Note the close 
conjunction of Chiron and Fortuna. 
As some call Chiron another Jupiter, 
this is a welcome aspect. 


Fixed Stars: 

Acrux, 17LB08, is conjunct Venus in 
the Xth. It has a Jupiter nature and 
brings an element of luck to the long, 
arduous flight. 

Antares, 15SC04, is at the ME/SA 
midpoint. It has the nature of Mars 
with Jupiter, and is usually connected 
with events of violence. Here we 
obviously have the more positive 
meaning of mental alertness, the 
daredevil instinct, and courage. 

Ras Alhague, 27SC41, is conjunct 
the Sun. Its nature is a combination 
of Venus and Saturn, which signifies 
difficulties. 

Lesath, 29SC16, is conjunct Uranus. 
It is like Mars, and can cause acci- 
dents. 

Achernar, 20AQ30, is conjunct Jupi- 
ter, a marvelously tight aspect (8' 
orb). The star is like Jupiter and it 
brings success. 


Eighth Harmonic See Figure 6. All 
three planets of flight are strong: 
Mercury, Jupiter and Uranus. Mer- 
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cury is in Leo, the sign of endeavors; 
Uranus is in the sign of flight, Sagit- 
tarius; and Jupiter is in Libra, cardi- 
nal air, in the 15th degree of 
achievement. 

Moon square Jupiter is to the 
point: carrying out a large-scale en- 
terprise, and contacts with foreign 
countries. Could anything be more 
explicit? 

NP-90-PL-120-LU & SA. NP/PL 
represents the determined pursuit of 
fantastic ideas. LU/NP is inner vision 
and imaginative perception. LU/PL, 
a deep expression of feeling, the fa- 
natical pursuit of an objective. 

NP-180-MA & MC. MA/NP is 
inspiration, many plans, help at the 
right time. MA/MC is determination, 
the ability to make decisions. NP/MC 
is insecurity, uncertainty. 

ASC-0-SO-0-UR-120-ME. The 
SO/ASC is the desire to gain esteem 
and importance, advancement of pur- 
pose, public recognition.

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About Time

MERCURY YEAR is equal to 

eighty-eight Earth days. Imagine 
all the joys of childhood you would 
miss if it only took 440 days to be- 
come five years old! And you'd be 
ninety years old in a little over 21 
Earth years. On the plus side you 
would have a college degree in only 
352 Earth days--unless you fell be- 
hind when Mercury became retro- 
grade, of course. 

A Pluto year is equal to 248 Earth 
years. The plus side is a long teenage 
period, but that's offset by a 185 
Earth-year pregnancy that could 
make make “morning sickness" an 
extremely unpleasant experience. 
Now would it be all that much fun to 
be 22,320 Earth years old when you- 
‘re ninety, especially if things don't 
go well in the later years? _ 

What it comes down to is the sim- 
ple fact that every planet establishes 
its own "year," which means the 
length of a "year" is based on where 
we're living when your planet com- 
pletes one revolution around the Sun. 


AKE FIRM HOLD of my hand 
and let's take an exciting trip to a 
point way above the Universe so that 
we can see the entire Universe at the 
same time. Our calendar assures: us 
we're in 1992. Since we know every- 
thing we see must exist at the time 
we see it, we can't deny the fact that 
the entire Universe exists in 1992. 
This means we can't say: "The 
year in that part of the Universe is 
1992; in that part of the Universe the 
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year is 2 B.C.; over there it's 6,000 
B.C.; and in that direction it's the 
year 3,000." If we didn't have a cal- 
endar, we would say the entire Uni- 
verse exists now. Further, since the 
place where we stand doesn't some- 
times face a "sun" and sometimes 
face away from that "sun", we can't 
theorize "day" and "night." 

We would also notice something 
we can't see when we stand on out 
Earth---we would see energies mov- 
ing from one place to another place 
throughout the Universe. So we 
would immediately know that an 
energy traveling from an east-point to 
a west-point is going into the "future" 
from the east, and arriving from the 
“past" at the west. At the same time 
the opposite is true, energy traveling 
from a west-point to an east-point is 
going into the "future" from the west 
and arriving from the "past" at the 
east. 

We've made a major discovery! 
We've discovered that all points in 
the Universe are one another's "fu- 
ture-points" and "past-points!" This is 
highly disturbing, right? Because if 
every point in the Universe is both a 
future-point and a past-point then 
there's no such thing as a real-future 
or a real-past! Further, since every 
planet creates it's own days, months, 
years, there's no such thing as a real- 
year, real-month, or real-day. 

Einstein said much the same thing: 


"Concepts of space and time are 
constructions of consciousness. "' 


Arthur Eddington explained, 
"Quantities like length, duration, 
mass, force, etc. have no absolute 
significance; their values will de- 
pend on the mesh-system to which 
they are referred. 

..-There is no fundamental mesh- 
system ...systems used in current 
physics are arbitrary.” 


OLD MY HAND again--and 
here we are back on our familiar 
Earth where everyone happily be- 
lieves "time passes" while we stand 
still. Our science understands energy 
carries information which is how in- 
formation can travel from place to 
place within our bodies, between 
mind and body. The same thing hap- 
pens in the Universe: energies carry 
information from place to place. 
Many things happen when energy 
and information are combined: 

1. The movement of information is 
both continuous and sequential; 

2. Information makes change possi- 
ble which then generates more 
information; 

3. As more information is created it 
becomes a body of knowledge. 


ET'S TAKE a quick side trip to 

the quantum level. At the qu an- 
tum level it's possible to find particle 
and wave motion, but they don't ac- 
tually exist in separate states. Rather, 
if we want to find a particle, wave 
motion becomes a particle; if we 
want to find wave motion, particle 
becomes wave motion. It's best then 
to think of the quantum level as a 
level of potentials. 

In the same way while we think in 
terms of energy and information, the 
fact is that energy is information, and 
information is energy. Which is why 
energy can carry information from 
place to place. 

At the quantum level particle/ 
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wave exists as potential; we do best 
to define energy/information as con- 
Sciousness. Since information inter- 
acting with information creates form 
and knowledge, we won't make a 
mistake if we call energy/information 
Creative Consciousness. 

While we think of the Universe as 
being infinite we can't go wrong by 
considering that even the infinite 
must be contained within itself. By 
accepting that concept, we can go 
another step and think of the Uni- 
verse as an Infinite Mind within 
which an Infinite Creative Con- 
sciousness self-creates it own phe- 
nomena. 


F WE TAKE one more small 

step we can consider even the 
smallest created structure must exist 
within its own "level" of conscious- 
ness; this being determined by the 
dual relationship frequency-and-oscil- 
lation. 

If the idea that it's possible to have 
many states of consciousness doesn't 
sound right to you, begin by consid- 
ering that it has been shown plants 
can respond to human acts and think- 
ing. For instance, in one test a plant 
was able to recognize someone who 
had burned one of its leaves. Would a 
plant devoid of consciousness be able 
to make a remembered connection be- 
tween being harmed and the one who 
caused the harm? 

In another test, two plants were 
placed on opposite sides of a door- 
way that was used once a week by 
about a hundred people. The people 
were asked to think "I hate you" to 
one plant, "I love you" to the other, 
each time they passed through the 
doorway. The plants were otherwise 
given the same care. The plant that 
was told "I hate you" died. Thoughts 
are powerful energies that can create 
or destroy depending on how they 
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affect another consciousness. Exam- 
ple: when parents continuously ac- 
cuse a child of being "stupid," is it 
the child's body or its consciousness 
that is harmed? 

To say the Universe is filled with 
Creative Consciousness, and there- 
fore able to create order and struc- 
ture, is not then a flight into a meta- 
physical fantasy. 

Max Planck explained it this way: 
Modern physics impresses us par- 
ticularly with the truth of the old 
doctrine (metaphysics) which 
teaches us that there are realities 
existing apart from out sense- 
perceptions, and that there are 
problems and conflicts where 
these realities are of greater value 
for us than the richest treasures of 
the world experience.’ 


ET'S TAKE another side trip 

and consider the physical body. 
It is one complete body, all of which 
exists now. We can Say it "takes 
time" for the blood to make one 
complete trip from the heart through 
the body and back to the heart. But 
what really happens is that it is the 
circulating blood that is creating the 
illusion we call "time." 

In a like manner, it is the move- 
ment of energy within the Universe 
that creates the illusion we call 
"time." Again, "time" isn't involved 
in making movement possible, rather 
movement makes the illusion we call 
"time" possible. 

Whether we consider the physical 
body or the Universe, movement car- 
ries information from place to place. 
It is the addition of information to 
information that induces change. 
Thus "time" is not a factor in making 
change possible, for which reason the 
change we call “old age" is not time- 
related. 

The major causes of "aging" are:

1. Imperfect information carried in 
the form of genes, 

2. A reduction of the ability to move 
information from place to place 
within the body, 

3. Changes induced in information 
by thoughts, 

Together these result in a break- 
down of the body-of-information we 
call "a physical body." 


ONTINUING from where we 

left off, we've considered Con- 
sciousness as a creative force, that 
consciousness combined with infor- 
mation cannot be destroyed, and that 
time is a construct not a reality. It 
necessarily follows that since a per- 
son is an individual unit of an expres- 
sive consciousness/information, that 
person cannot cease to exist. There- 
fore, while the physical body can 
cease to exist, it does not mean per- 
sonal existence begins at birth and 
ceases at death. 

Or we can look at the same thing 
this way: you don't begin to exist 
when you Step into your car, and 
cease to exist when you leave the car. 
In the same way, you don't begin to 
exist when you "step into" your phys- 
ical body and cease to exist when you 
leave it---as those who have had out- 
of-body experiences freely confirm. 

Since the individual brings previ- 
ously acquired information, stored in 
consciousness (from past lifetimes), 
into a new lifetime, the natal chart 
will reflect preconception physical, 
mental, emotional, and spiritual en- 
ergies in relative states of imbalance. 

The nature of the imbalances can 
be understood by correctly under- 
standing the mix of strengths and 
weaknesses that are mirrored in pla- 
net placements and resultant aspects. 
It's in this sense that a relationship 
can be identified between aspects, 
planet placements, and personal ex- 


periences. 

Thus, it's the individual's precon- 
ception strengths and weaknesses that 
determine what the individual will 
experience; planets and aspects can- 
not function as creative elements that 
induce various experiences. That is 
why it is possible for two people to 
have virtually identical charts, but 
have entirely different experiences. In 
absolutely identical charts, Mercury 
can be powerful in one but relatively 
meaningless in the other. It's because 
this is not understood that a differ- 
ence of 4' in the time of birth is con- 
sidered "unacceptable." 

Psychologists study the mind; doc- 
tors study the physical body; pharma- 
cists study chemistry; farmers study 
how to grow crops; attorneys study 
law; physicists study matter, motion 
and force. In each case only one sub- 
ject needs to be studied. 

Astrologers need to study many 
subjects: time; space; physical, emo- 
tional, mental, spiritual energies and 
perceptions; personal and alternate 
realities; philosophy; psychology; 
astrologically-defined influences. And 
more. Because the astrologer works 
with the client's total consciousness 
and existence. Then, and only then, 
will the astrologer be able to discuss 
astrology with a determined skeptic, 
and end up with another client. 

It's unfortunate, but true, that we 
won't accept any understandings or 
concepts that haven't been properly 
justified by people who have estab- 
lished "credentials." It's even more 
unfortunate that when these creden- 
tialed people begin to say things we 
don't want to hear, we develop a se- 
lective “deafness" that permits us to 
pretend those things were never said. 


N THIS ARTICLE I've chal- 
lenged astrological "truths," a 
challenge that can be easily discredit- 
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ed because I lack a proper creden- 
tialed background. I've cited certain 
quotes, let's now hear some addition- 
al statements made by accredited 
scholars.

EB OF RELATIONSHIPS is a 

fascinating collection of essays 
written by eight expert astrologers. 
This is not a typical book about sy- 
nastry; it goes into a wide diversity 
of topics including mythology, meta- 
physics, child/parent relationships, 
the use of transactional analysis in 
astrological counseling, Astro*Genet- 
ics, the importance of elements in 
relationships, friendships and past life 
relationships. Each chapter begins 
with an introductory outline, then 
explains theories and methods using 
an array of example charts. 

Cait Hall packs a book's worth of 
mythology into the first chapter, enti- 
tled "A Higher Love: The Relation- 
ships of the Gods." Hall explains the 
mythology of gods and goddesses so 
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we gain a better understanding of 
signs and planets in the chart. 

In "Family Ties," Lyn Greenleaf 
discusses Astro*Genetics, a theory 
that links biology, genetics and as- 
trology. This chapter sent me straight 
to my computer where I bi-wheeled 
and tri-wheeled many of the families 
in my files. The results were remark- 
able. Greenleaf points out that our 


perspective on our own families are 
usually biased, but through astrology 
we can gain a more objective, and 
therefore helpful, perspective. 

Cornelia Hansen also discusses 
families, focusing on children and 
their parents. She uses several charts 
to demonstrate how unresolved paren- 
tal issues resurface in later relation- 
ships. 

Maria Kay Simms uses the four 
elements to understand the dynamics 
of relationship. Through visualizing 
the elements in combination, she 
points out the essences of fire, earth, 
air and water. 

Then Diana Chambers discusses 
the 5/11 House axis as the friendship 
axis. Her example charts are diverse: 
two real-estate brokers who main- 
tained a long-term friendship even 
though one was 30 years older than 
the other, and two lifetime friends 
who first met over fifty years ago in 
a remote Oregon logging camp. 

Spencer Grendahl uses his chap- 
ter to demonstrate how to combine 
transactional analysis with astrology. 
Grendahl considers TA “a very effec- 
tive way to communicate complex 
astrological data to individuals who 
have limited knowledge of astrolo- 
gy." He shows how to diagram and 
interpret a chart based on TA theo- 
ries. 

Dickson Ward discusses "The 
Metaphysical/Astrological Applica- 
tion to Relationships." He states "if 
we change our thinking, we can 
change our life." In his counseling 
practice he tells couples that "a heal- 
ing will take place only if they 
change their thinking and their atti- 
tude about the relationship." 

In "Astrology and Past Life Relation- 
ships" Bob Mulligan closes this 
wonderful book with a discussion on 
the Ascendant/Descendant, MC/IC, 
Vertex/Anti-Vertex, East Point/West 
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Point, Part of Fortune, and the Nodes 
as "the most important symbols in the 
chart for working out past life rela- 
tionship patterns." 
Together these astrologers present 
a wealth of valuable information. I 
highly recommend reading this book.

Astrology: A Cosmic Science by 
Isabel M. Hickey.

HIS IS A REPRINT of a book 

that surely requires no descrip- 
tion. It was written by a wise and 
perceptive astrologer, the teacher of 
many of today's better astrologers. 

I recall attending a lecture by Issie 
Hickey at the AFA conference in 
Miami in 1970. The audience's reac- 
tion clearly demonstrated the great 
love and respect they had for her. 

Isabel Hickey was unusual. She 
was an inspired, talented astrologer, 
and also an inspiring lecturer and 
teacher, who was able to share the 
caring wisdom she'd gained from her 
studies and from life.

The present reprint combines two 
important writings under a single ti- 
tle. The insightful 1973 pamphlet 
Pluto or Minerva has been appended 
to the 1970 best-selling textbook As- 
trology: A Cosmic Science. Together 
they provide a very fine, comprehen- 
sive introduction to Astrology. Were 
this reviewer commencing his studies 
today, he could ask for no better 
guide than this exhaustive, uplifting 
work by "Boston's spiritual spark- 
plug."

AVING READ ALL of Stephen 
Arroyo's excellent books, I was 
anxious to listen to this tape. 

In a clear, precise manner, Arroyo 
discusses the psychological nature 
and motivations of the twelve signs. 
Because he feels that the element of 
your sun sign shows "what realm of 
experience you are attuned to," he 
groups the signs according to ele- 
ment. After discussing the underlying 
principles of each element, he talks 
about the signs individually. 

The tape begins with a basic intro- 
duction to astrology, "the language of 
life." Arroyo calls astrology "the 
most ancient form of psychology that 
exists today" and points out that “as- 
trology's capacity to explore and il- 
luminate the variety of experiences is 
genuinely amazing." How true. 

Although I've studied astrology for 
sixteen years, I found going back to 
the basics very refreshing and hearti- 
ly recommend Arroyo's tape. It is an 
excellent introduction into the fasci- 
nating world of astrology.

HE FIRST TWO VOLUMES of 

the monumental Horoskope Lexi- 
con are now available. The third is 
due later this year. 

Hans-Hinrich Taeger, in collabora- 
tion with Thomas Siegfried, has set a 
new standard in the amount of data 
provided and the manner in which it 
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is presented. We are given six thou- 
sand (yes, 6,000!) birth charts, each 
illustrated, with complete sources, a 
twelve-point coding of source reli- 
ability (for example, "from father" 
and "from mother" are coded sepa- 
rately, and rightly so), and a brief 
description of the entity (individual, 
nation, corporation) born at the stated 
time. 

Four charts are shown on a page, 
each clearly presented with a separate 
listing of the positions of the key 
elements--Sun to Pluto, Node, Chiron 
and Vesta, the MC, ASC and house 
cusps (both Koch and Placidus). An 
immense amount of information is 
provided in a small space, in both 
German and English, but because of 
the clarity of the printing everything 
is easily readable. 

In Volume I, A-E, there are 1,822 
charts. These range from the Dutch 
poet Bertus Aafjes to writer Ben van 
Eysselsteijn. Also included are such 
as German terrorist Andreas Baader, 
skater Tia Babilonia, comedian Eddie 
Cantor, painter Salvador Dali, tenor 
Placido Domingo, and Beatles man- 
ager Brian Epstein. Surprisingly, ten- 
nis star John McEnroe is also in this 
A-E volume, as "Enroe John Mc," 
but such a minor tarnish only serves 
by contrast to emphasize the multi- 
tude of riches provided here. 

Volume II provides another 2,256 
charts, from F to M, from Italian 
dramatist Diego Fabbri to Emperor 
Mutsuhito of 19th century Japan. 
(The pleasure of watching the long 
jumping of Carl Lewis in this year's 
Olympics was increased by having 
this book open at page 938--no, Mars 
is not in the appropriate Gauquelin 
sector) 

Much, perhaps most, of the Rodin 
and Mercury Hour data is included, 
together with charts from the key 
European collections (Barbault, Bor- 


doni, Ebertin, England's Astrology 
Assoc., Gauquelin, Luc de Marre, 
Troinski, and many others). 

This extensive data set will certain- 
ly quieten my personal lust after new 
data for some time---so many charts 
on which to test new interpretive and 
timing ideas (dates of death are in- 
cluded, where applicable). If you suf- 
fer from a similar data greed, these 
three beautifully-bound volumes are a 
must buy. 

I do not have the price of this ex- 
cellent 3-volume work. Readers who 
cannot possibly wait for it to arrive at 
their corner bookstore should contact 
the publisher:

ARCS by Vivia Jayne & Rick 
Good.A rectification and direction 
software package for IBM PCs and 
compatibles. Shiesel Corp. 1992. 


PPROPRIATELY at the time we 

are publishing the Nicholls-Har- 
vey review of rectification techniques 
they have found to work, we've re- 
ceived a beta copy of a new software 
package that is designed as an aid for 
rectification. 

Some forty years ago a group of 
research astrologers in Manhattan, 
mainly Dr. E. R. Wagner, Eleanor 
Hesseltine, Charles and Vivia Jayne, 
the A.B.C. Research Group, pro- 
posed use of ascendant and vertex 
arcs, both in longitude and declina- 
tion, as arcs of direction to be added 
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to or subtracted from the positions of 
bodies within the natal chart. 

For example, if the secondary Sun 
moves 20° in longitude the usual 
procedure is to increase the longitude 
of the MC by the same 20°, but the 
associated Ascendant and Vertex, 
calculated for the birth latitude, can 
move more or less than 20°, depend- 
ing on whether signs of long or short 
ascension are involved. Jayne's re- 
search group found these ascendant 
and vertex (or vertical) distances 
were effective arcs of direction. They 
also used the secondary Sun's decli- 
nation as another direction arc. 

In 1959 Brigadier Roy Firebrace, 
the editor of Spica, very impressed 
by the group's findings, wrote New 
Directions in Astrology, which de- 
scribes these arcs and uses them to 
direct the 1801 Great Britain chart to 
major events in the 1914-18 and 
1939-45 world wars. 

The present package of computer 
programs uses the six measures (MC, 
Asc and Vertex arcs, each in longi- 
tude and declination) both direct and 
converse. The user enters the birth 
data followed by the date of an event, 
the program then lists the specific 
days around the event on which var- 
ious aspects became exact, using the 
different directional arcs. The user 
may then change the time of birth by 
a few seconds or minutes, rerun the 
program, and see if aspects involving 
appropriate bodies are exact nearer to 
the date of the event. Use of converse 
directions and those involving the 
Ascendant or Vertical arc-is optional. 
The user may work in either the trop- 
ical or sidereal Zodiac, has a choice 
from ten house systems, and may in- 
clude Chiron, Uranian planets or 
Asteroids. 

The program written by Rick Good 
is fast and easy to install. It comes 
with a booklet containing several 
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examples of how to use the program 
for rectification, written by Vivia 
Jayne. 

Once a few minor bugs have been 
corrected (I have only seen an early 
test version of the program), this 
software package should encourage
